*  SCOPE  OF  WORK  AND  DELIVERABLES 


The  Scope  of  Work  is  organized  into  the  following  tasks  and  sub-tasks: 


Task  I.         A  study  of  the  effectiveness  of  bicycle  pavement  arrows;  and 
Task  II.        An  update  of  sections  of  the  existing  San  Francisco  Bicycle  Plan 
Task  II-A.     Goals  and  Objectives; 

Task  II-B.      Recommendations  for  improved  design  standards 
for  bicycle  facilities; 

Task  II-  C.     Recommendations  for  specific  improvements  on 
specific  streets  on  the  bicycle  network  throughout 
the  city;  and 

Task  II-  D.    An  extensive  outreach  to  the  public. 


The  major  deliverables  are  listed  at  the  end  of  each  task.  In  addition,  during  the  term  of 
this  contract,  the  City  also  requires  that  the  Contractor  submit  to  the  Project  Manager 
brief  (1-2  pages)  monthly  progress  report  describing  the  following: 

o        Planned  accomplishments  to  date; 
o        Actual  accomplishments  to  date; 

0        Any  deviation  between  plarmed  and  actual  accomplishments; 

o        An  explanation  of  the  reasons  for  deviations; 

o        Any  planned  corrective  actions; 

o        The  results  of  corrective  actions  already  taken;  and 

o        A  brief  summary  of  significant  findings  or  results  associated  with 

the  tasks  underway  (do  not  wait  for  the  draft  of  an  entire  task  to 

report  on  significant  findings  or  results). 

Task  I.  Bicycle  Pavement  Arrows  Study 

This  task  entails  a  detailed  statistical  study  of  the  effectiveness  of  the  use  of  bicycle 
pavement  arrows  to  indicate  streets  and  lanes  on  streets  where  motorists  should  expect 
bicycle  traffic.  The  purpose  of  this  task  is  to  refine  the  bicycle  pavement  arrow  design 
developed  by  DPT  and  perform  a  thorough  before  and  after  study  to  assess  the 
effectiveness  of  the  arrow. 

The  California  Traffic  Control  Devices  Committee  (CTCDC)  has  granted  the  City 
permission  to  apply  bicycle  pavement  arrows  on  a  trial  basis  and  has  requested  a  study  to 
determine  their  effectiveness.  The  Consultant  shall  develop  a  methodology  to  study  the 
effectiveness  of  the  bicycle  pavement  arrows,  after  a  thorough  review  of  DPT's  "Bicycle 
Pavement  Arrow"  files.  These  files  contain  background  information  and  notes  from 
CTCDC  and  other  meetings  at  which  this  project  was  discussed.  The  study  shall 


consider  various  bicycle  pavement  arrow  designs  (including  sizes).  It  shall  evaluate  the 
arrows'  effectiveness  at  changing  the  behavior  of  cyclists  and  motorists,  and  the 
perception  of  their  meaning  and  usefiilness  by  cyclists  and  motorists.  The  City's  goal  is 
approval  of  the  bicycle  pavement  arrow  as  an  official  traffic  control  device  for  general 
use  throughout  California.  The  Consultant's  final  report  on  this  task  will  be  presented  to 
CTCDC  by  the  City  when  it  requests  CTCDC  approval  of  the  bicycle  pavement  arrow. 

The  Consultant  will  recommend  at  least  four  locations  in  the  City  for  the  trial  of  the 
bicycle  pavement  arrows.  The  locations  must  include  streets  of  varied  width,  lane  width, 
and  ADT  (Average  Daily  Traffic).  One  street  shall  be  a  non-designated  bicycle  route  and 
the  other  streets  shall  be  designated  bicycle  routes.  These  streets  shall  have  curb  lanes 
less  than  22  feet,  with  parking  permitted.  It  is  important  to  select  streets  with  sufficient 
bicycle  traffic  to  be  able  to  collect  statistically  significant  amount  of  data. 

Variables  to  be  studied  and  recorded  in  the  field  include,  but  ai-e  not  limited  to: 

•  Distance  between  cyclists  and  parked  vehicles 

•  Number  and  frequency  of  conflicts  (motorists  passing  cyclists  too  close  or 
tailgating  cyclists  before  passing  them) 

•  Cyclists'  direction  (with  or  against  traffic) 

•  Change  in  number  of  cyclists  riding  on  the  sidewalk 

A  rigorous  statistical  analysis  will  follow  the  data  collection  phase.  Cyclist  and  motorist 
behavior  and  interaction  shall  be  recorded  on  video  before  and  after  the  application  of  the 
bicycle  pavement  arrows. 

A  survey  will  be  designed,  handed  to  cyclists,  and  mailed  to  motorists  (based  upon 
license  plate  observations).  The  survey  will  ask  questions  regarding  the  visibility  of  the 
bicycle  pavement  arrow,  their  interpretation  of  its  meaning,  and  what  -  if  any  changes 
they  made  in  their  cycling  or  driving  behavior  after  the  bicycle  pavement  arrow  were 
applied. 

Deliverables: 

1.  A  report  presenting  the  methodology,  including  the  bicycle  pavement  arrow 
designs.  The  Oversight  Committee  and  DPT  staff  will  choose  a  design  or  designs 
to  test.  Note:  the  methodology  must  be  designed  to  satisfy  CTCDC  requirements 
for  this  trial. 


2.  A  recommended  list  of  at  least  four  locations  in  the  City  for  the  trial  of  the 
bicycle  pavement  arrows.  The  locations  must  include  streets  of  varied  width,  lane 
width,  and  ADT.  The  locations  shall  include,  but  not  be  limited  to: 

(a)  A  location  where  cyclists  commonly  ride  too  close  to  car  doors  to  test 
their  effectiveness  at  encouraging  safer  cyclist  behavior  by  proper 
roadway  positioning; 

(b)  A  location  where  conflict  between  cyclists  and  motorists  is  high  to  test 
their  effectiveness  at  encouraging  safer  motorist  behavior;  and 

(c)  A  complete  1/2-mile  section  of  bicycle  route  with  several  turns  to  test 
the  bicycle  pavement  arrows'  effectiveness  as  directional  guides. 

3.  A  draft  report  to  the  CTCDC  containing  the  results  of  the  before  and  after 
study.  This  report  shall  be  reviewed  by  DPT  staff  and  the  Oversight  Committee. 

4.  A  final  before  and  after  study  report,  taking  DPT  staffs  and  the  Oversight 
Committee's  comments  into  account. 


Task  II.  San  Francisco  Bicycle  Plan  Update 

The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  ("the  City")  contracted  with  a  consultant  team  to 
prepare  its  first  Bicycle  Plan  ("the  Plan")  in  1994.  This  Plan  was  approved  by  the  San 
Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  ("the  Board")  in  1997.  Many  of  the  Plan's 
recommendations  have  been  implemented.  However,  many  more  recommendations, 
especially  those  related  to  on-street  bicycle  facility  improvements  requiring  detailed 
traffic  analysis,  preliminary  design,  irmovative  solutions,  and/or  community  outreach, 
require  further  planning  and  design  before  implementation  can  be  considered. 

The  City  is  now  requesting  proposals  from  a  consultant  ("the  Consultant")  to  update 
portions  of  the  Plan  related  to  street  and  path  improvements.  These  improvements 
include,  but  are  not  limited  to:  the  implementation  of  bike  lanes,  traffic  calming,  bicycle 
pavement  arrows,  new  bicycle  paths,  and  other  changes  that  improve  the  quality  and 
safety  of  bicycling  on  City  streets.  When  complete,  the  Consultant's  work  will  be 
incorporated  into  the  official  Bicycle  Plan  Update  ("Plan  Update")  and  presented  to  the 
Board  for  approval.  The  purpose  of  the  Plan  Update  is  to  determine  the  improvements 
necessary  to  develop  a  network  of  bicycle-friendly  streets  that  compares  favorably  with 
the  best  bicycle  networks  of  the  most  bicycle-friendly  cities  in  the  world. 

The  Plan  consists  of  ten  chapters.  City  staff,  in  consultation  with  the  Board's  Bicycle 
Advisory  Committee,  will  write  brief  addenda  to  chapters  1,  2,  6,  7,  8,  9,  and  10  to  reflect 
changes  and  updates  that  have  taken  place  since  the  Plan  was  vmtten.  These  chapters, 
listed  below,  will  not  be  updated  by  the  Consultant.  The  work  of  City  staff  will  be  done 


independently  of  the  Consultant's  work  and  will  not  impact  or  delay  the  Consultant's 
work.

San  Francisco  Bicycle  Advisory  Committee  (Board-appointed  citizen);  and 

San  Francisco  Bicycle  Coalition  (bicycle  advocate) 

As  necessary,  the  Consultant  will  also  work  closely  with  other  City  staff  and 
commissions,  including  but  not  limited  to,  the  Municipal  Transportation  Agency,  the 
Planning  Department,  Recreation  and  Parks  Department,  the  Department  of  Public 
Works,  and  the  Port  of  San  Francisco.  The  Plan  Update  will  be  reviewed  by  the  San 
Francisco  Bicycle  Advisory  Committee  and  the  Municipal  Transportation  Agency  and 
presented  to  the  Board  for  approval. 

City  comments  and  suggestions  will  be  given  to  the  Project  Manager  and  forwarded  to 
the  Consultant.  The  Consultant  will  coordinate  with  the  Planning  Department  on  all 
environmental  review  questions  concerning  the  Plan.  We  expect  that  a  separate  RPP  will 
be  issued  upon  completion  of  the  Plan  Update  for  its  environniental  review.  The 
Consultant  may  t)e  required  to  attend  meetings  (day  as  well  as  evening)  of  City 
commissions  and  the  San  Francisco  Bicycle  Advisory  Committee  and  its  subcommittees. 
The  Consultant  will  be  required  to  attend  public  meetings  on  the  Plan  Update. 

DPT  staff  will  provide  the  Consultant  with  background  material,  including,  but  not 
limited  to,  the  1995  Transportation  Element  of  the  City's  General  Plan,  maps  of  existing 
bicycle  routes,  available  traffic  and  collision  data,  and  public  input  on  bicycle  related 
issues.  However,  only  a  limited  amount  of  San  Francisco  bicycle  usage  data  is  available, 
other  than  that  included  in  the  1983  cordon  count  and  the  1993  Citywide  Travel  Behavior 
Study  Reports  I  and  II.  The  Plan  Update  shall  be  coordinated  with  other  relevant 
planning  documents. 

The  final  product  of  this  task  shall  also  be  usable  as  input  to  the  next  update  of  the 
Transportation  Element  of  the  City's  Master  Plan,  as  well  for  the  programming  of  bicycle 
projects  in  the  San  Francisco  County  Transportation  Authority's  Long  Term  Strategic 
Plan  and  for  application  to  other  funding  sources.  The  Plan  Update  shall  spell  out  a 
discrete  work  program  that  fits  within  a  comprehensive  transportation  framework.  The 
Plan  Update  deliverables  shall  be  in  a  format  that  can  easily  be  transferred  to  the 
policy/objective  language  of  the  Transportation  Element  of  the  Master  Plan,  prepared  by 
the  Department  of  City  Planning. 

Task  II-A.  Goals  and  Objectives 

After  a  review  of  existing  conditions,  bicycle  demand,  and  input  from  City  staff,  the  list 
of  goals  and  objectives  in  the  1997  Plan  shall  be  shall  be  reviewed  and  updated,  if 
necessary.  It  is  important  that  this  task  be  accomplished  early  in  the  project,  as  it  provides 
guidance  and  context  for  the  other  tasks. 

Deliverables: 

1.  The  list  of  goals  and  objectives  in  the  1997  Plan,  updated,  if  necessary. 


Task  II-B.  Recommended  Design  Standards  for  Bicycle  Facilities 

Chapter  5  of  the  1997  Plan  presented  guidelines  for  designing,  striping,  signing,  or 
otherwise  designating  bicycle  facilities,  intersections,  or  roadways  to  improve  bicycle 
safety.  The  design  criteria  of  the  California  Highway  Design  Manual  (HDM)  and  the 
California  Traffic  Manual  (TM)  were  incorporated  into  the  Plan  by  reference. 

However,  additional  specific  design  treatments  for  particularly  difficult  situations  for 
bicycles  are  needed.  The  Consultant  shall  propose  revised  standards  to  achieve  the  safest 
and  most  comfortable  riding  experience  for  cyclists,  and  to  make  the  bicycle  network 
appear  attractive  and  safe  to  the  passing  non-cyclist,  to  encourage  more  people  to  try 
bicycling.  The  goal  is  to  develop  two  sets  of  standards: 

(1)  Mandatory  minimum  standards  that  must  be  followed  unless  the  Board  grants 
an  exemption;  and 

(2)  Optional  preferred  standards  that  reflect  desired  best  quality  bicycle  facilities. 

The  experience  of  the  Department  of  Parking  and  Traffic  ("DPT")  in  applying  existing 
standards  over  the  last  several  years  shall  be  considered.  In  addition,  the  Consultant  shall 
consider  irmovative  standards  from  other  jurisdictions.^  The  Consultant  shall  consider 
standards  that  do  not  conform  to  HDM  and  TM.  However,  whenever  recommended 
standards  do  not  conform  to  the  HDM,  TM,  Manual  of  Uniform  traffic  Control  Devices 
(MUTCD),  or  other  generally  recognized  standards,  the  Consultant  must  provide  written 
justification  for  this  "design  exception."  The  types  of  standards  and  designs  that  the 
Consultant  shall  consider  include,  but  are  not  limited  to,  the  following: 

a.  Class  I  "Bicycle  Paths:" 

-  Separation  from  Pedestrians:  Almost  every  Class  I  bicycle  path  in  the 
City  is  a  mixed-use  path.  The  Consultant  shall  review  existing  standards 
for  mixed-use  paths  and  propose  new  standards,  if  necessary,  to  encourage 
safe  sharing  of  the  pathway  by  bicycles,  pedestrians,  and  other  users.  The 
Consultant  shall  also  consider  standards  for  the  separation  bicycles, 
pedestrians,  and  other  users  where  necessary.  Design  standards  may 
include  striping  and  signage.  The  Consultant  shall  address  issues  of 
effective  enforcement  of  the  separation  of  bicycles,  pedestrians,  and  other 
users.  Where  Class  I  bicycle  paths  are  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Recreation  and  Parks  Department,  the  Port  of  San  Francisco,  the  National 
Parks  Service,  or  any  other  jurisdiction,  that  jurisdiction  shall  be  consulted 
during  the  development  of  standards;  and 


^  In  part  to  comply  with  Board  of  Supervisors  Resolution  944-00,  urging  DPT  to  consider  the  installation 
of  colored  bike  lanes  and  "bike  boxes"  at  high-conflict  traffic  areas  throughout  the  City. 


-  Connections  between  Bicycle  Paths  and  Streets:  The  Consultant,  after 
consultation  with  the  Mayor's  Office  on  Disability  and  the  DPW 
Disability  Access  Coordinator,  shall  propose  standards  for  the  intersection 
between  bicycle  paths  and  the  roadway.  These  standards  shall  include 
specifying  that  the  width  of  the  connecting  ramps  shall  be  wide  enough  to 
accommodate  adult  tricycles  and  two-wheel  bicycle  trailers.  The  locations 
of  these  ramps  with  respect  to  where  the  ramp  positions  the  cyclist  with 
respect  to  traffic  on  the  street  and  pedestrians  in  the  crosswalk  shall  also 
be  considered. 

b.  Class  II  "Bike  Lanes:" 

-  Widths  of  Bike  Lanes  and  adjacent  Lanes:  The  Consultant  shall  propose 
preferred  and  minimum  widths  of  bike  lanes,  adjacent  parking  lanes,  and 
adjacent  travel  lanes.  The  standard  shall  specify  the  conditions  that 
require  changes  in  these  preferred  widths.  This  shall  include  the  type 

'  (especially  trucks  and  buses),  volume,  and  speed  of  traffic  in  the  adjacent 
travel  lane;  the  parking  turnover  rate;  street  alignment;  and  the  expected 
speed  and  volume  of  bicycles  in  the  bike  lane; 

-  Pavement  Quality  and  Color  Delineation  of  Bike  Lanes:  The  Consultant 
shall  consider  the  use  of  colored  asphaltic  overlays  for  bike  lanes.  The 
pros  and  cons  of  colored  asphalt,  including  provision  of  a  smoother  ride 
and  greater  delineation  between  bike  lanes  and  mixed  traffic  lanes, 
durability,  maintenance,  cost,  and  effects  of  street  repair  shall  be  detailed. 
Whether  the  use  of  colored  bike  lanes  precludes  the  use  of  blue  bike  lanes 
at  known  conflict  points  (See  item  d,  below)  shall  be  investigated.  The 
Consultant  shall  review  existing  smoothness  standards  and  the  degree  of 
compliance  with  those  standards  by  street  work  crews.  If  necessary.  The 
Consultant  shall  propose  policies  to  ensure  greater  compliance  with  these 
standards;  and 

-  Reflective  Striping:  The  Consultant  shall  propose  a  standard  for 
reflective  striping  to  provide  a  strong  delineation  between  a  bike  lane  and 
a  regular  traffic  lane  during  hours  of  darkness. 

c.  Class  III  "Shared  Streets:" 

-  Bicycle  Pavement  Arrows:  The  Consultant  shall  recommend  the  use  of 
bicycle  pavement  arrows  (pending  the  outcome  of  the  bicycle  pavement 
arrow  study,  Task  I.)  to  remind  motorists  of  bicyclists'  right  of  way  and  to 
guide  cyclists  where  to  position  themselves  in  a  lane  to  avoid  hitting 
suddenly  opened  car  doors. 

d.  Other  safety  standards  and  innovations: 

Lowering  speed  limits  on  bicycle  routes  wherever  possible; 


-  The  use  of  blue  bike  lanes  at  known  conflict  points  (See  item  b, 
above); 

Signs:  The  Consultant  shall  recommend  signs  to  reinforce  rules  and 
rights  of  way,  for  example,  signs  reminding  motorists  of  a  bicyclists' 
right  of  way. 

-  Contra-flow  bike  lanes,  where  appropriate; 

-  Physical  separation  of  bicycles  and  other  traffic; 

-  The  use  of  sidewalk  bicycle  routes  where  appropriate.  An  example  is 
to  provide  bikeway  continuity  along  high  speed  or  high  traffic  volume 
roadways  having  inadequate  space  for  bicyclists;  that  are  uninterrupted 
by  driveways  and  intersections  for  long  distances;  and  where 
unnecessary  obstacles  can  be  removed; 

-  The  appropriate  use  of  substandard  bike  lanes  and  traffic  lanes  where 
the  Consultant  can  provide  written  justification  for  this  "design 
exception"; 

Striping  a  space  for  bicycle  travel  between  a  right  turn  lane  and  a 
through  traffic  lane,  where  there  is  not  sufficient  street  width  for  a 
standard  four-foot  bike  lane.  This  space  would  not  be  marked  as  a 
bike  lane,  but  would  give  cyclists  additional  room  and  encourage  them 
to  position  themselves  to  the  left  of  the  right  turn  lane. 

-  Bicycle-only  left  turn  pockets; 

Bike  lanes  striped  on  both  sides  of  two-way  streets  without  a  center 
line,  including  streets  that  are  too  narrow  for  opposing-direction  traffic 
to  pass  without  encroaching  on  a  bike  lane  when  no  bicycles  are 
present; 

Signage  and/or  bicycle  pavement  arrows  (pending  the  outcome  of  the 
bicycle  pavement  arrow  study,  Task  I.)  to  help  cyclists  navigate  and 
position  themselves  correctly  in  a  lane  at  intersections  with  double 
right-turn  lanes  or  other  difficult  configurations;  and 

Stricter  warrants  for  double  right  turn  lanes  to  limit  their  use  on 
bicycle  routes. 

.  Incorporation  of  the  Integrated  Transportation  Management  System  (ITMS) 


-  Wherever  appropriate,  incorporate  traffic-signal  timing  standards  to 
minimize  bicycle  waiting  time  at  intersections  and  improve  bicycle 
flow  along  bicycle-routes; 

-  Where  appropriate,  utilize  ITMS  to  improve  signal  timing  to  reflect 
bicycle  speeds  along  designated  bicycle-routes; 

Where  appropriate  and  warranted,  explore  bicycle  route  improvements 
predicated  on  the  removal  of  motor  vehicle  lane  reductions.  These 
improvements  would  be  based  on  improved  motor  vehicle  LOS 
attributed  to  ITMS  implementation; 

Where  appropriate  and  warranted,  explore  the  use  of  traffic  signals 
with  bicycle  signal  heads; 

"  -  i  Where  appropriate  and  warranted,  explore  the  use  of  stop  controlled 
intersections  or  a  "flashing  red"  during  off-peak  hours  or  reduced 
ITMS  monitored  demand; 

Deliverables: 

1 .  A  review  of  the  existing  bicycle  facility  standards  in  the  current  Plan.  A 
summary  of  how  these  standards  have  been  used  in  the  last  several  years  by 
DPT. 

2.  A  review  of  innovative  design  standards  used  by  other  U.S.  jurisdictions  as 
well  as  other  countries'  design  standards  that  can  be  effectively  applied  to 
U.S.  facilities.  Note  that  the  Consultant  must  provide  written  justification  for 
any  "design  exceptions"  to  accepted  California  standards. 

3.  A  presentation  of  the  proposed  new  standards  to  the  Oversight  Committee  and 
DPT. 


Task  II-C.  Bicycle  Network  Improvements 

The  purpose  of  this  part  of  the  Plan  Update  is  to  develop  a  citywide  bicycle  network  that 
links  every  neighborhood  and  every  major  destination  via  streets  that  are  designed  to  be 
safe  and  comfortable  for  all  levels  of  cyclists.  The  Consultant's  recommendations  shall 
create  a  network  on  which  every  street  of  the  network  provides  a  clearly  designated  (but 
not  necessarily  exclusive)  right  of  way  for  bicycle  traffic.  Specifically,  the  Consultant 
shall  recommend  safety  improvements  that  either  segregate  bicycle  traffic  from  other 
traffic  or  slow  motor  vehicle  traffic  to  a  speed  compatible  with  shared  bicycle-motor 
vehicle  use.  Intersections  should  be  configured  and  striped,  wherever  possible,  so  that 
bicycle  traffic  on  the  bicycle  route  network  should  not  expect  to  wait  behind  lines  of  cars 
at  intersections. 


Route  improvements  shall  include  both  general  minor  "spot"  improvements  that  can  be 
implemented  network-wide  and  major  site-specific  improvements.  A  list  of  existing 
bicycle  route  network  segments  that  need  specific  analysis  and  improvement  is  included 
as  Attachment  2.  This  list  is  arranged  numerically  by  route  number.  It  contains 
comments  describing  needed  improvements  and  related  suggestions  and  comments. 
However,  the  list  in  Attachment  2  is  not  exhaustive.  The  City  also  expects  the 
Consultant  to  evaluate  all  routes  in  the  City's  existing  bicycle  route  network  to  identify 
route  segments  that  need  improvement  (including  segments  identified  by  community 
input)  and  to  propose  improvements  (and  do  related  analysis  where  necessary)  for  these 
segments. 

Note  that  Market  Street  improvements  on  are  specifically  excluded  from  this  scope  of 
work  as  the  City  is  embarking  on  a  separate  planning  process  for  that  street. 

In  addition,  the  Consultant  shall  evaluate  new  routes  and/or  extensions  of  existing  routes 
to  reach  neighborhood  or  commercial  districts  that  are  not  currently  served  by  the 
existing  bicycle  route  network. 

Note  that  the  analysis  shall  pay  particular  attention  to  bicycle  suitability  during  peak 
commute  periods.  Peak  and  off-peak  cycling  conditions  can  be  markedly  different 
(parking  lanes  become  through  traffic  lanes,  traffic  volumes  are  considerably  greater, 
trucks  are  parked  for  unloading,  etc.). 

The  following  list  is  offered  as  a  guide  to  the  types  of  issues  the  Consultant  shall  consider 
in  recommending  improvements.  This  list  is  not  exhaustive;  the  Consultant  shall  propose 
whatever  improvements  are  necessary  to  accomplish  the  goals  of  the  improved  network 
as  specified  in  the  previous  paragraphs. 

•  What  barriers,  impediments,  bottlenecks,  safety  deficiencies,  and  disincentives 
deter  cyclists  from  a  route  (hills,  fi^eeways,  tunnels,  streets  with  extensive  transit 
service  or  car  traffic,  safety  deficiencies,  bicycle-unfavorable  traffic  signal 
timing,  etc.)?  What  is  recommended  to  best  eliminate  them? 

•  What  improvements  can  be  made  to  improve  safety  for  cyclists?  The 
Consultant  shall  consider  the  best  practices  from  other  jurisdictions  as  potential 
treatments. 

•  Could  bike  lanes  be  striped  on  this  street? 

•  Is  there  an  alternate  route  that  might  serve  cyclists  better,  by  either  reduced 
travel  time  or  increased  safety? 

•  Is  an  additional  route  necessary  to  connect  to  a  neighborhood  or  activity  center 
not  served  by  the  existing  network? 


•  Does  the  possibility  exist  to  create  a  new  route  through  property  that  could  be 
acquired  by  the  City  through  eminent  domain? 

•  What  improvements  can  be  made  to  reduce  travel  time  for  legal  cyclists  on  a 
particular  route?  This  includes,  but  is  not  limited  to  signage  and  re-timed  traffic 
signals. 

•  Is  additional  bicycle  route  signage  indicating  directions  to  nearby 
neighborhoods  and  important  destinations  needed? 

•  What  is  the  impact  of  these  improvements  on  all  other  modes  of  traffic? 

•  What  further  actions  might  be  required  before  approval  of  the  suggested 
improvements  can  be  considered  (such  as  additional  analysis  and  study;  public 
outreach;  or  legislation)? 

For  each  recommended  improvement,  the  Consultant  shall  specify: 

•  Cost 

•  Estimated  construction  time 

•  Impacts:  traffic,  transit,  pedestrian,  neighborhood  issues,  environmental 

•  Any  additional  study  that  may  be  necessary  before  the  recommendation  can  be 
specified. 

Project  recommendations  shall  be  specific  to  the  facility  and  type  of  anticipated  user. 
The  recommendations  may  include  new  facilities  and  linkages,  enhanced  maintenance, 
alternative  routes,  signing  and  striping,  lower  speed  limits,  traffic  control  changes,  and 
other  remedial  treatments.  They  shall  include  preliminary  engineering  design. 

The  Consultant  shall  conduct  necessary  traffic  counts  and  traffic  analysis  to  determine 
the  traffic  impact  of  the  proposal.  Sufficient  analysis  must  be  done  to  allow  the  San 
Francisco  Planning  Department  to  determine  whether  an  environmental  impact  report 
will  be  required  according  to  its  guidelines.  The  Consultant  shall  also  conduct 
preliminary  engineering  design  where  necessary  to  determine  the  feasibility  of  new 
construction  and  to  provide  reasonable  cost  estimates.  An  example  is  the  design  of  new 
paths  connecting  each  platform  of  the  22"**  Street  Caltrain  Station  to  street  level.  Another 
example  is  the  design  of  a  new  path  adjacent  to  the  Great  Highway  between  Sloat 
Boulevard  and  Skyline  Boulevard. 


Deliverables: 


1.  A  list  of  general  recommendations  for  improvements  presented  geographically 
according  to  the  regions  specified  in  Task  II-D  (Public  Outreach).  The 
recommendations  shall  be  based  on  the  input  received  at  the  five  public  meetings 
held  to  receive  community  input  on  cyclists'  needs  (Task  II-D  -  Deliverable  2)  and  on 
detailed  feasibility  analysis. 

2.  An  overall  prioritized  list  of  bicycle  facility  capital  projects  and  programs  with  a 
schedule  for  their  implementation. 

3.  A  list  of  final  recommendations  for  improvements  based  on  the  comments  from  the 
second  set  of  facilitating  five  public  meetings  to  report  on  the  recommendations 
(Task  II-D  -  Deliverable  3).  These  recommendations  shall  be  grouped  into  three 
categories: 

a.  Group  1  -  Projects  ready  for  implementation  - 
"niese  are  recommendations  that  do  not  require 
environmental  review  at  the  level  of  an  EIR  and  for  which 
funding  is  already  available  or  likely  to  be  available  in  the 
next  few  years.  Most  of  the  Plan  Update 's 
recommendations,  especially  bike  lanes  and  shared  routes, 
will  fall  in  this  category.  These  recommendations  may  be 
enacted  by  the  Board  without  fiirther  analysis.  For  each  of 
the  recommendations  in  this  group,  the  Consultant  shall 
provide  conceptual  striping  or  engineering  drawings  to 
demonstrate  the  feasibility  of  the  proposal. 

b.  Group  2  -  Projects  that  require  more  study  or 

substantial  funding  - 
These  are  recommendations  that  have  a  traffic  impact  that 
requires  an  EIR,  or  recommendations  which  require  such 
substantial  funding  that  issues  of  affordability  must  be 
considered.  Elimination  of  a  traffic  lane  on  3"*  Street  and 
the  condemnation  and  purchase  of  right-of-way  for  a 
bicycle  path,  for  example,  are  examples  of  projects  in  this 
category.  For  each  of  the  recommendations  in  this  group, 
the  Consultant  shall  provide  a  description  of  the  traffic 
analysis  or  fiirther  study  needed,  or  a  rough  cost  estimate 
and  an  indication  of  potential  ftinding  sources. 

c.  Group  3  -  Projects  Requiring  Further  Study  - 

This  category  consists  of  recommendations  that  are  especially  difficult  or 
visionary  and  that  require  much  more  input  and  study.  For  each  of  the 
recommendations  in  this  group,  the  Consultant  shall  provide  a  brief 
description  of  the  further  study  needed. 


TASK  II-D.  Public  Outreach 


The  Consultant  shall  work  closely  with  cyclists  and  community  members  by  holding  at 
least  eleven  community  meetings  as  specified  below  to  collect  input  about  needed 
changes  and  receive  comments  on  specific  recommendations.  If  these  proposals  are 
discussed  at  the  Board  during  the  development  of  the  plan,  the  Consultant  should  expect 
to  attend  up  to  five  meetings  of  the  Board,  during  the  period  of  the  contract. 


Deliverables: 


Organizing  and  facilitating  one  citywide  public  meeting  to  present  the  range 
of  possibilities  for  standards  and  to  receive  comments  from  the  public  about 
desired  improvements  and  their  priorities.  Comments  from  this  meeting  shall 
be  considered  by  the  consultant  when  working  on  Task  II-B.  - 
"Recommended  Design  Standards  for  Bicycle  Facilities." 

Organizing  and  facilitating  five  public  meetings  to  receive  community  input 
on  cyclists'  needs.  Comments  from  these  meetings  shall  be  considered  by  the 
consultant  when  working  on  Task  II-C  -  "Bicycle  Network  Improvements." 
The  meetings  shall  be  organized  geographically  by  Board  Districts  as  follows: 

•  Districts  1,  2,  and  5  -  Northwest  SF:  Richmond, 
Haight,  Marina; 

•  Districts  3  and  6  -  Northeast  SF:  Downtown,  SOMA; 

•  Districts  8  and  9  -  Central  SF:  Castro,  Noe  Valley, 
Mission,  Bemal  Heights 

•  Districts  10  and  1 1  -  Southern  SF:  Potrero,  Bayview, 
Visitacion  Valley,  Outer  Mission,  Excelsior;  and 

•  Districts  4  and  7  -  Southwestern  SF:  Sunset,  Lake  Merced 
West  Portal,  West  of  Twin  Peaks 


3.  Organizing  and  facilitating  five  public  meetings  to  report  on  the 

recommendations  of  Task  II-B  -  "Recommended  Design  Standards  for 
Bicycle  Facilities"  and  Task  II-C  -  "Bicycle  Network  Improvements."  These 
meetings  shall  be  organized  in  the  same  manner  as  the  first  set  of  meetings  in 
item  2,  above. 


*  WORK  SCHEDULE 


It  is  important  for  the  Plan  Update  to  be  accomplished  in  a  timely  manner  with  periodic 
displays  of  progress.  Progress  will  be  monitored  by  monthly  meetings  of  the  Oversight 
Committee  and  DPT.  This  section  discusses  the  project's  timetable. 

The  Plan  Update  is  estimated  to  require  about  eight  to  twelve  months  to  complete,  after 
the  date  of  contract  execution.  The  contract  term  shall  begin  on  the  date  of  contract 
execution  and  conclude  on  the  date  specified  in  the  agreement. 

The  RFP  process  shall  be  conducted  in  several  distinct  phases;  as  summarized  in 
Attachment  xxx  -  RFP  Process  Schedule,  that  includes  approximate  dates. 

Project  Time  Line; 

Month  1  (starting  from  date  of  contract  execution): 

Develop  the  methodology  for  Task  I  (Study  of  the  Effectiveness  of  Bicycle 
Pavement  Arrows) 

Submit  the  list  of  goals  and  objectives  in  the  1997  Plan,  updated,  if  necessary. 
Months  2-3 

Submit  the  report  presenting  the  methodology  and  designs  of  the  bicycle 
pavement  arrows  including  a  recommended  list  of  at  least  four  locations  for  the 
trial  of  the  arrows.

All  draft  and  final  reports  shall  be  printed  on  two  sides  to  reduce  paper  usage  and  mailing 
costs.

ROUTE  2

possibility  of  making  Jefferson  Street  a  two-way  street  between  The  Embarcadero  and 
Hyde  Street.  This  would  provide  a  direct  connection  between  the  off-street  path  along 
Acquatic  Park  and  The  Embarcadero.  Additionally,  consider  restricting  Jefferson  Street 
between  Powell  and  Jones  Streets  to  Muni,  commercial  vehicles,  bicyclists,  and  the 
disabled. 

Study,  design,  and  implement  lane  configuration  and  striping  on  Marina  Boulevard  and 
Beach  Street  between  the  Presidio  and  Fort  Mason  so  that  bike  lanes  can  be  striped  in 
both  directions  to  improve  cyclists'  safety. 

Improve  the  path  on  the  north  side  of  Marina  Boulevard  and  Beach  Street  between  the 
Presidio  and  Fort  Mason  and  its  connections  to  intersecting  streets.  Consider  widening 
where  necessary,  striping,  and  restricting  motor  vehicle  access  near  the  Yacht  Harbor. 
Provide  an  enforceable  separation  of  cyclists  and  pedestrians  on  this  path. 

Work  with  the  National  Park  Service  to  build  a  sufficiently  wide  bicycle  path  from  the 
path  in  Fort  Mason  adjacent  to  the  west  side  of  the  tunnel  under  Fort  Mason  to  the  path 
on  the  north  side  of  Beach  Street  that  connects  to  the  path  of  the  north  side  of  Marina 
Boulevard. 

Work  with  the  National  Park  Service  and  the  Presidio  Trust  to  improve  bicycle  access 
from  Crissy  Field  to  the  Golden  Gate  Bridge  through  the  Presidio.

Move  Route  1 0  from  Broadway  to  Jackson  and  Pacific  Street  between 

Columbus  Avenue  and  Front  Street,  with  cormections  to  The  Embarcadero  for  safer  and 

easier  riding  conditions.  Note  that  the  safe  accommodation  of  cyclists'  turns  onto  and  off 

of  Columbus  Avenue  at  Broadway,  Jackson  Street  and  Pacific  Street  will  need  to  be 

considered. 


ROUTE  20 

Recommend  bicycle  improvements  on  Grove  Street  between  Market  and  Larkin  Streets 
to  provide  a  safer  alternative  to  existing  westbound  Route  20  on  McAllister  Street.

Convert  Folsom  Street  into  a  two-way  "  Boulevard"  from  The  Embarcadero  to 
1 1th. Street  with  medians,  trees  and  bike  lanes. 

Stripe  a  bike  lane  on  Howard  Street  from  The  Embarcadero  to  11'^  Street. 

Improve  the  Duboce  Avenue/Market  Street/Buchanan  Street  intersection:  Consider  a 
sidewalk  bulbout  at  the  northeast  comer  to  slow  northbound  traffic  from  Duboce  Avenue 
to  Buchanan  Street  to  improve  safety  for  cyclists  traveling  eastbound  from  the  Duboce 
Bikeway  to  inbound  Market  Street.  Consider  eliminating  the  free  right  turn  from 
westbound  Duboce  Avenue  to  inbound  Market  Street  and  extending  the  sidewalk  to  the 


existing  island  on  which  the  traffic  signal  is  located,  to  improve  street  crossing  safety  for 
cyclists  and  pedestrians. 


ROUTE  32 

Redesign  the  transition  from  the  Golden  Gate  Park  Path  to  Page  Street  where  Route  32 
crosses  Stanyan  Street  to  improve  crossing  convenience  for  cyclists,  while  complying 
with  ADA  requirements. 


ROUTE  365. 

Eliminate  a  street  crossing  on  the  Kezar  Drive  Multi-Use  Path  at  Waller  Street  by 
continuing  the  path  across  Waller  Street  by  closing  it  in  Golden  Gate  Park,  as 
recommended  in  Golden  Gate  Park  Master  Plan. 


POSSIBLE  NEW  ROUTES 

Front  Street  between  The  Embarcadero  and  Jackson  Street,  including  building  curb 
ramps  at  The  Embarcadero  (southbound)  and  Front  Street  for  cyclists  to  cross  the 
sidewalk.

BY-LAWS 

of  the  Bicycle  Advisory  Committee  of  San  Francisco 
Article  I. 

The  establishment,  name,  membership,  powers,  and  duties  of  the  Bicycle  Advisory 
Committee  are  established  in  Chapter  5  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code, 
Article  XIV,  Sections  5.130  through  5.132,  created  by  Ordinance  No.  365-90., 

Article  II.  Officers 

Section  1 .  The  officers  of  the  Bicycle  Advisory  Committee  shall  be  a  Chairperson,  a 
Secretary,  and  a  Corresponding  Secretary.  Their  duties  shall  be  as  follows: 

Chairperson:  To  preside  over  committee  meetings;  to  compile  the  monthly  meeting 
agenda;  to  represent  the  Bicycle  Advisory  Committee's  actions  to  appropriate 
agencies,  or  to  designate  representative(s). 

Vice-chairperson:  In  the  absence  of  the  Chairperson,  to  preside  over  committee 
meetings  and  conduct  the  other  duties  of  the  Chairperson,  or  additional  duties  as  may 
be  assigned  by  the  Bicycle  Advisory  Committee. 

Secretary:  To  oversee  the  record  keeping  of  the  Committee.  Corresponding  Secretary: 
To  oversee  the  corresponence  of  the  Committee. 
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Section  2.  As  specified  in  the  enabling  ordinance,  Section  5.131  (c),  the  Bicycle 
Advisory  Committee  members  shall  elect  officers  at  the  initial  meting,  and  yearly 
thereafter,  or  as  needed  as  vacancies  occur. 

Article  III.  Meetings 

Section  1 .  The  Bicycle  Advisory  Committee  shall  annually  hold  at  least  ten  monthly 
meetings,  with  the  date  and  time  to  be  determined  and  announced  at  the  previous 
meeting 

Section  2.  A  quorum  requires  the  presence  of  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the 
Bicycle  Advisory  Committee. 

Section  3.  Bicycle  Advisory  Committee  members  will  automatically  forfeit  and  vacate 
their  seats  if  absent  from  three 

consecutive  meetings,  or  four  meetings  in  a  twelve  month  period.  The  Bicycle 
Advisory  Committee  may  reinstate  any  member  vacated  herein  by  a  majority  vote. 

Article  IV.  Committees 

Section  1.  Standing  Committees:  Standing  committees  are  permanent  committees, 
that  have  a  regular  meeting  time,  and  meet  on  an  ongoing  basis.  To  change  them 
requires  a  change  of  the  by-laws.  Each  standing  committee  must  have  three  members 
of  the  Bicycle  Advisory  Committee;  two  members  form  a  quorum.  The  Chair  will 
reuqest  that  Bicycle  Advisory  Committee  members  volunteer  for  the  committees.  If 
there  are  not  enough  volunteers  for  each  committee,  the  Chair  will  appoint 
memebers  to  fill  them  out.  The  chair  will  also  ask  one  member  to  convene  the  first 
meeting  of  a  committee.  At  that  meetings,  the  committee  will  elect  a  chairperson  for 
the  year. 

Funding  Committee.  This  committee  will  consider  all  recommendations  for  funding, 
including  TDA  funding,  Transportation  Authority  funding,  and  any  other  funding  that 
may  become  available.  In  addition,  the  committee  will  moniter  the  implementation  of 
these  funds  and  make  recommendations,  when  necessary,  or  actions  that  can  be 
taken  to  improve  implementation. 

Policy  Planning,  Legislation  and  Development  Committee.  This  committee  will  be 
responsible  for  the  review  of  the  bicycle  section  fo  the  City's  Transportation  Element 
to  the  Master  Plan;  the  development  of  a  bicycle  policy  plan  that  will  set  priorities 
and  provide  guidelines  for  all  bicycle  improvements  including,  but  not  limited  to 
routes,  commuter  issues  and  secure  parking;  the  development  of  legislation  that  is 
needed  to  implement  that  plan;  and  to  keep  track  of  all  new  development  projects, 
from  individual  buildings  to  large  developments,  and  make  recommendations  for 
assuring  safe  bicycle  access  and  storage  within  them.  From  time  to  time,  it  may  be 
necessary  for  an  individual  development  project  to  be  referred  to  a  special  task 
force. 

Education:  This  committee  will  be  responsible  for  the  development  of  an  education 
program  that  will  outreach  to  and  provide  for  the  education  of  the  public,  for  the  safe 
sharing  of  the  public  roadways. 

Section  2.  Special  Task  Forces  shall  be  established  by  the  Bicycle  Advisory  Committee 
when  it  deems  them  necessary  to  carry  out  its 

mandate.  A  Task  Force  only  requires  one  member  of  the  Bicycle  Advisory  Committee. 
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Article  V.  Parliament  Authority 

The  rules  contained  within  the  current  edition  of  Robert's  Rules  of  Order  Newly 
Revised  shall  govern  the  Bicycle  Advisory  Committee  in  all  cases  to  which  they  are 
applicable  and  in  which  they  are  not  inconsistent  with  these  bylaws,  the  San  Francisco 
Administrative  Code,  and  any  special  rules  of  order  the  Committee  may  adopts. 

Article  VI.  Amendment  of  Bylaws 

These  bylaws  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  Bicycle  Advisory 
Committee  by  a  two-thirds  vote,  provided  that  the  amendment  has  been  submitted  in 
writing  at  the  previous  regular  meeting. 

Bicycle  Advisory  Committee  Bylaws  were  adopted  unanimously  at  the  regular  meeting 
of  the  Bicycle  Advisory  Committee  held  on  February  28,  1991 .  The  Bylaws  were 
amended  as  they  appear  here  by  unanimous  vote  on  July  23,  1998.

Tannen:  Such  projects  are  "categorically  exempt",  don't  require

•  Tannen:  Interestingly,  the  last  Bike  Plan  (1997),  didn't  require 
environmental  review 

■  Tannen:  presenting  the  "policy"  portion  of  the  current  Plan  probably  won't 
be  a  big  issue  for  environmental  review,  it's  the  specific  lane  /  network 
projects  that  will  attract  more  tricky  planning  review 

•  Ervin:  Timeline  for  presenting  BPU  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors?  Tannen:  The 
policy  portion  may  go  first,  along  with  a  subset  of  the  20  priority  projects, 
with  the  balance  coming  later. 

•  Ervin:  Has  a  strategy  for  this  project  timing  been  discussed,  with  DPT  and 
the  other  BPU  principals?  Thornley:  That  was  the  thrust  of  the  1  /6  meeting, 
called  by  Oliver  Gajda,  DPTs  Bike  Plan  project  manager  -  "How  many  of  the 
20  priority  BPU  projects  do  you  want  to  present  to  the  BoS  in  July? ", 
recognizing  that,  because  of  environmental  review  and  staff  resource 
limitations,  not  all  20  may  be  cleared  for  presentation  to  the  BoS.  The 
question  is  still  open,  and  the  BAG  is  a  key  participant  in  that  deliberation. 

•  Tannen:  A  strategy  is  being  considered,  of  breaking  out  specific  mention  of 
the  20  projects  from  the  policy  portion  of  the  BPU,  since  Planning  can't 
consider  a  project  at  the  same  time  that  project  is  being  considered  in 
another  proposal  -  if  the  policy  portion  of  the  BPU  mentions  the  Laguna 
Honda  segment  improvements,  that  project  can't  simultaneously  be 
evaluated  by  Planning  in  another  channel. 

•  Thornley:  The  BPU  should,  in  any  event,  present  a  practical  vision  for  a 
coherent  network  of  routes,  not  let  the  focus  fall  too  much  on  the  list  of  20 
to  the  neglect  of  the  larger  goals. 

•  Tannen:  Muni,  at  TAG  meetings,  has  expressed  concern  about  some  of  the 
projects,  e.g.,  16*^^  Street;  this  is  likely  to  complicate  some  of  the  more 
sophisticated  projects. 

•  Tannen:  Access  to  Planning  has  been  difficult  lately;  they're  very  busy  now, 
but  until  we  hear  from  them  what  their  resources  and  protocols  are  we're  not 
able  to  make  a  better  estimate  about  project  timing 

•  Thornley:  Paul  Maltzer,  of  Planning,  has  been  in  touch;  he  will  have  trouble 
attending  our  regular  meetings,  because  of  a  repeating  scheduling  conflict  on 
the  3'"''  Wednesday  of  the  month,  but  he's  expressed  his  willingness  to  meet 
at  another  time,  perhaps  with  a  subcommittee  of  the  BAG. 

•  Thornley:  Seems  ironic  that  environmental  regulations,  designed  to  protect 
air  quality  and  the  environment,  is  an  obstacle  to  making  improvements  for 
bicycles,  a  most  environment-friendly  transit  mode. 

•  Thornley:  Suggest  the  BAG  look  at  the  interactive  GEQA  chart  available  on 
the  web: 
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http://ceres.ca.gov/topic/env_law/ceqa/flowchart/ 

The  chart  illustrates  how  much  simpler  the  environmental  review  process  is 
going  down  the  negative  declaration  path  (even  mitigated  neg  dec)  as 
opposed  to  the  much  more  complex  (and  expensive)  EIR  path. 

•  Hart  (SFBC):  Removing  a  lane  to  install  a  bike  lane  may  trigger  an  LOS  "E"  or 
T'  according  to  DPT  analysis,  representing  a  CEQA  impact,  but  it  doesn't 
mean  an  EIR  is  required,  if  mitigating  measures  can  be  offered/shown 
(alternate  routes,  etc.). 

•  Tannen:  The  deeper  into  LOS  "E  V  "F"  the  analysis  goes,  the  more  scrutiny 
Planning  will  give  the  project.  Theoretically,  any  traffic  change  that  comes 
before  the  Supervisors  must  undergo  environmental  review,  but  not  every 
stop  sign  has  to  go  through  Planning  -  DPT  has  discretion  to  clear  minor 
projects. 

•  Ervin:  What  are  the  next  steps?  Thornley:  Continue  to  reach  out  to 
Planning;  explore  development  of  a  model  negative  declaration. 

•  Allen:  DPT  should  let  the  BAC  know  how  we  can  help. 

•  Tannen:  The  Transit  Authority  is  very  supportive  of  this  effort,  and  the 
Supervisors  are  well  aware  of  the  LOS  SAR  effort. 

b.  LOS  standards  reform  /  CEQA  clearance 

•  Allen:  The  BAC  should  offer  to  help  facilitate  development  of  a  mitigated 
neg  dec 

•  Tannen:  Planning  makes  the  call  on  whether  a  project  merits  a  neg  dec  or 
EIR 

•  Thornley:  We  should  be  able  to  ride  the  LOS  reform  movement  to  return  to 
fundamentals  on  environmental  impact  analysis;  the  BAC's  innocence  is  a 
virtue 

•  Tannen:  Suggest  talking  with  TA  staff,  they've  gotten  their  foot  in  the  door 
and  have  a  promising  path  underway. 

•  Hart:  Careful  in  assuming  Planning  is  an  unapproachable  authority  -  CEQA  is 
designed  to  be  flexible  -  BAC  should  gather  substantial  evidence  that  adding 
a  network  of  bike  lanes  will  mitigate  whatever  negative  impact  lane 
removal  /  motor  traffic  disruption  might  have.  Gather  expert  testimony, 
collect  evidence,  develop  a  model  set  of  bicycle  safety  and  service  standards 

•  Ervin:  BAC  should  deliberate  and  act,  at  its  next  meeting,  to  do  just  that. 

•  Allen:  Recommend  a  motion  to  act  on  developing  a  model  mitigated  neg 
dec 

•  Ervin:  Hesitant  to  endorse  a  specific  solution  until  we've  had  testimony  and 
collect  evidence. 

•  Hart:  With  DPTs  help,  select  a  project  which  we  expect  would  trigger  an 
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EIR,  and  try  to  develop  an  alternative  mitigated  neg  dec 

■  Waggonner:  Which  of  the  20  projects  does  DPT  expect  the  most  trouble 
with? 

•  Tannen:  SFBC  may  be  the  best  judge,  based  on  their  outreach 

•  Thornley:  Suggest  identifying  a  borderline  case  (not  16^'^  Street) 

•  Tannen:  BAC  really  needs  to  find  a  v/ay  to  connect  with  Planning,  try  to

Greg  Hayes  suggested  that  the  Bicycle  Advisory  Committee  might  consider  the 
possibility  of  intervening  or  taking  a  position  in  the  legal  action  against  the 
construction  of  a  new  parking  garage  in  Golden  Gate  Park. 

3.  Chairman's  Report: 

•  Attended  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Transportation  Department's  Technical

•  Dianna  Waggoner(District  3)  related  a  recent  incident  of  a  bicyclist  getting  a 
ticket  in  the  Broadway  Tunnel  for  riding  on  the  sidewalk.  Since  this  is  the  safest 
way  through  the  tunnel  how  do  we  change  this?  Josh  Hart  of  the  Bicycle  Coalition 
informed  the  Committee  that  he  spoke  with  David  Owen  of  Supervisor  Peskin's 
office  and  that  the  Supervisors  are  open  to  making  it  legal  to  ride  on  the  tunnel 
sidewalk  as  it  was  before  then  Supervisor  Molinari  changed  the  rule.  Andrew 
Thornley  said  he  would  place  the  issue  on  the  March  agenda  for  a  discussion  of 
requesting  the  change  and/or  adding  a  special  light  such  as  at  the  Cronkite 
Tunnel.

5.  Department  of  Parking  and  Traffic  Report  (6:50): 

•  Dierdre  Weinberg  of  the  Department  of  Parking  and  Traffic  distributed  the  three 
page  DPT  Bicycle  Program  Report  for  the  meeting. 

•  Dierdre  also  reported  that  the  bike  racks  at  the  Main  Branch  of  the  Public 
Library  are  going  to  be  replaced. 

•  Of  special  interest  to  the  Bicycle  Advisory  Committee  was  item  7  which  details 
an  ongoing  discussion  that  the  Congestion  Management  Agency  (CMA)  is 
considering  a  policy  of  permitting  bicycle/pedestrian  funding  to  be  used  for  non- 
bicycle  projects.  A  follow  up  meeting  is  to  be  held. 

■  Chairman  Thornley  added  to  item  14  of  the  DPT  report  that  he  had  met  with 
BART  officials  to  discuss  signage.

•  Josh  Hart  informed  the  Committee  that  only  three  U.S.  cities  with  similar  LRV 
operations  deny  access  to  bikes  on  the  transit  cars.  The  SFBC  is  working  with 
Muni  on  improvements  to  bike  access  policies  and  asks  the  BAC  for  support. 

•  Page  Street  traffic  calming  circles  are  going  forward  thanks,  in  part,  that  the 
Fire  Department  found  the  circles  did  not  create  a  serious  obstacle  to  access.  The 
concept  of  converting  Page  Street  to  a  bicycle  boulevard  was  discussed.

Page  Street  Bikeway 

•  Josh  Hart  reported  on  the  status  of  the  Page  Street  traffic  calming  circles  and 
the  possibility  of  traffic  diverters  making  Page  Street  into  a  Bikeway 

•  Mr.  Hart  then  read  a  Haight/Ashbury  traffic  circle  resolution  requesting  the  BAC 
consider  adopting  and  submitting  the  resolution  in  support.  Rufus  Davis  (District 
10)  asked  what  if  the  neighbors  vote  down  the  traffic  circles  and  the  BAC 
supports  in  the  face  of  the  opposition.  Mr.  Hart  responded  that  there  has  been 
more  opposition  for  the  removal  of  the  stop  signs  being  removed  rather  than  the 
circles.  Bridget  May(District  5)  pointed  out  that  an  actual  permanent  traffic  circle 
are  nicer  than  the  temporary  circles  and  that  she  likes  the  circles  as  a  bicyclist 
but  not  as  a  pedestrian. 

•  Public  Comment  from  Victor  Veysey:  Let's  put  up  yield  signs  rather  than  stop 
signs  so  that  the  circles  can  maintain  a  smooth  flow  rather  than  stop  and  go. 
Signs  should  be  added  "Yield  to  Bicyclists".  Drivers  need  education. 

•  Public  Comment  from  Greg  Hayes:  He  has  seen  near  misses.  Mr.  Hayes  oppose 
traffic  circles  because  of  the  loss  of  safety  but  if  there  are  circles  then  we  should 
have  four  way  stops.  Would  like  to  see  more  data. 

•  Dale  Butler  pointed  out  that  most,  if  not  all,  changes  in  traffic  patterns  that 
inconvenience  the  automobile  will  be  at  least  initially  opposed  by  drivers.  What  is 
the  bigger  issue  that  necessitates  the  circles? 

•  Will  Henning  went  on  record  opposing  the  resolution  at  this  time.  Casey  Allen 
added  that  individuals  could  act  in  support  as  individuals. 

•  Chairman  Thornley  suggested  putting  the  resolution  on  the  next  agenda  which 
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would  be  after  the  neighborhood  vote  which  was  agreed  to  without  a  vote.

•  Chairman  Thornley  announced  that  he  had  CDs  showing  the  bike  plan  which 
anyone  could  have  if  they  wish. 

LOS  standards  reform  /  CEQA  clearance

working  with  the  transit  authority  in  strategic  analysis  toward  rearranging  city 
streets  to  better  serve  all  modes  of  transit. 

•  Chairman  Thornley  announced  that  Paul  Maltzer  of  the  Planning  Department 
would  be  available  to  meet  on  February  25^"^  at  1 1 :00  am  on  the  5*^^  floor  of  30

Victor  Veysey  announced  that  he  would  like  to  establish  a  Bike  Theft  Task 
Force  to  promote  better  bicycle  security  and  improve  police  work  and 
support  when  a  bicycle  has  been  stolen.  Mr.  Veysey  suggests  the  Task  Force 
would  have  an  eighteen  month  life  which  would  include  six  months  to  study 
the  issue  and  then  six  months  for  legislative  work.

4.  Chairman's  Report: 

•  Met  with  Supervisor  Jake  McGoldrick  on  the  20*^^  to  and  inform  the 
Supervisor  and  discuss  the  Bike  Plan.

Diana  requested  she  be  excused  as  she  is  participating  in  the  annual  Go 
Greenbelt  bicycle  tour. 

•  Will  Henning(District  7)  suggested  the  public  and  Committee  members  check 
the  Department  of  Parking  and  Traffic  web  site  to  monitor  bike  related 
projects.

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•  The  new  Octavia  on-ramp  to  the  Central  Freeway  will  provide  a  hazard 
to  cyclists  as  cars  will  block  the  bike  lane  when  they  turn  onto  the  ramp. 
The  Bike  Coalition  met  with  DPT  to  solve  the  problem  with  bike/auto 
traffic  flow. 

•  The  MTC  had  a  lengthy  meeting  during  which  a  number  of  participants 
attempted  to  change  the  manner  in  which  funds  are  allocated.  There 
will  be  another  session  in  April  during  which  bike/pedestrian  funds  may 
be  reallocated  to  the  needs  of  the  automobile.

8.  Old  Business  (7:07) 

a.  Special  BAC  Meeting  with  Paul  Maltzer  concerning  Environmental 
Impact  Reports.  We  need  to  have  a  public  forum  to  build  a  body  of 
public  comment  to  mitigate  impacts.  Comments  regarding  the  meeting 
from  participants  included: 

•  As  cyclists  we  tend  to  act  in  a  vacuum.  We  look  at  bike  lanes  as  the 
solution  to  many  problems.

We  must  be  selective 
at  what  we  champion  because  so  many  people  are  involved.  (Jerry  Ervin) 

•  It  was  good  to  know  that  removing  street  parking  does  not  require  an 
Environmental  Impact  Report.  (Casey  Allen) 

•  The  Department  of  Parking  and  Traffic  watches  how  neighbors  and  the 
immediate  community  respond  to  the  talk  of  a  change  in  traffic  patterns 
or  use.  (Andrew  Thornley) 

b.  LRV  Resolution:  At  8:20  Chairman  Thornley  read  a  resolution  in 
support  of  bicycles  being  able  to  ride  on  LRVs  at  certain  times  and 
routes.  The  a  motion  was  made  by  Casey  Allen  and  seconded  by  Janice 
Buike  Voorsluys.  The  vote  was  unanimous  to  adopt  the  resolution. 

c.  Broadway  Tunnel:  Phase  one  will  be  signage  for  the  east-bound  traffic 
which  will  be  a  flashing  light  activated  by  the  cyclist.  The  light  will  be 
an  "extinguishable"  message  sign.  Pedestrians  will  be  able  to  use  the 
south  sidewalk  and  bicycles  will  use  the  north  sidewalk  when  traveling 
west  and  the  roadway  when  traveling  east.  Comments  included  Dianna 
Waggoner  stating  she  regularly  uses  the  sidewalk  and  she  practices  good 
manners  with  pedestrians  and  is  strongly  opposed  to  any  signals.  Bridget 
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May  gained  reassurance  that  cyclists  would  be  allowed  on  the  sidewalk 
heading  west.  Casey  Allen  made  a  motion  to  support  the  DPT  signage 
which  was  seconded  by  Dale  Butler.  The  vote  was  seven  yes  and  one 
(Waggoner)  no. 

9.  New  Business 

a.  Bike  Plan  Update:  A  brief  update  was  presented  on  the  present  status 
of  the  Plan.  Committee  members  were  requested  to  attend  community 
meetings  and  advise  their  respective  Supervisors. 

b.  Pier  27-31  Project:  Bill  Callaway  and  Jerred  Eigeaman  reported  on  the 
development  planned  for  Pier  27-31 .  This  project,  in  the  works  since 
1999,  will  provide  a  passenger  drop  off  and  access  to  automobile  parking 
across  Bicycle  Route  5.  There  will  be  lots  of  open  space  and  the 
developers  have  stated  that  they  will  put  in  bike  racks  in  places  to 
maximize  surveillance.  It  was  suggested  the  bikes  could  be  parked  in  the 
garage  where  there  is  staff  on  duty.  Comments  from  the  Committee 
included:  Bike  racks  should  be  well  signed  and  visible.  Easy  to  find  and 
some  should  be  protected  from  the  rain.  (Allen)  Route  5  is  very  heavily 
used  on  weekends  and  this  project  makes  riding  more  dangerous. 
(Waggoner).  Public  Comment  included:  Because  of  the  size  of  the 
project  ($200,000,000)  there  should  be  attendant  parking  at  a  bike 
station.  Cars  crossing  the  Bay  Trail  will  cause  a  serious  problem.  (Josh 
Hart)  There  is  no  need  to  have  automobile  parking  at  this  location  as 
there  are  spaces  in  the  immediate  area  that  are  underutilized  on 
weekends  and  evenings.  When  the  project  is  completed  cyclists  will 
likely  lose  the  use  of  the  sidewalk  forcing  more  traffic  into  the  street 
directly  in  conflict  with  cars  turning  into  the  parking  lot.  (Dave  Snyder) 
No  action  was  taken  members  Dianna  Waggoner  and  Jerry  Ervin  agreed 
to  monitor  the  project. 

c.  BART  Bike  Signage  project:  Carter  Mao,  Customer  Servicing  Manager 
reported  via  a  power  point  presentation  the  status  of  bicycle  signage  at 
BART  stations.  The  money  has  been  allocated  and  the  budget  approved 
to  begin  at  Embarcadero,  Civic  Center,  Walnut  Creek,  16^^  and  24^'^ 
Street  stations.  Committee  members  had  questions  about  the  use  of  a 
stair  channel. 

d.  Central  Subway  Project:  John  Thomas,  MUNI  Project  Manager, 
presented  the  latest  thinking  regarding  the  light  rail  project  on  Third 
Street  and  across  Market.  Engineering  studies,  the  conceptual 
engineering  phase,  began  in  June,  2003.  Money  appears  limited  for 
actual  construction  at  this  time. 

e.  Fisherman's  Wharf  Project  /  Jefferson  Street:  Josh  Hart  reported  that 
there  should  be  some  resolution  to  a  change  in  Jefferson  Street's  traffic 
pattern  in  June.  He  suggested  looking  at  www.sfport.com  Planning 
Development.  It  was  moved  by  Committee  person  Casey  Allen  and 
seconded  by  Will  Henning  that  the  Bicycle  Advisory  Committee  support 
the  plan  of  the  San  Francisco  Bicycle  Committee  to  have  one  directional 
auto  traffic  and  bi-directional  bicycle  travel  on  Jefferson.  The  motion 
was  adopted  with  two  abstentions  (Waggoner,  Ervin). 

f.  Octavia  Freeway  Onramp:  This  will  be  the  most  heavily  used  on-ramp 
for  the  redesigned  central  freeway.  Although  it  appears  we  are  in  need 
of  legislation  to  prohibit  traffic  turning  onto  the  freeway  on-ramp  across 
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the  bike  lane  more  information  is  needed  before  a  vote  can  be  taken. 

g.  TDA  Fund  Application:  It  was  moved  (Ervin)  seconded  (Butler)  to 
authorize  DPT  to  apply  for  $368,000  for  bike  lanes,  bike  parking,  and 
bike  racks.  The  vote  was  unanimous  to  authorize.

There  is  no 

change  in  the  way  that  people  request  the  racks,  to  clarify  a  question  by 

Bridget  May  (District  5). 
o  It  is  noteworthy  that  auto  parking  will  be  moved  at  the  Main  Library  in 

response  to  the  need  for  more  bicycle  parking, 
o  The  Planning  Department  gave  environmental  approval  for  the  Howard 

Street  Bike  lanes. 

o  The  bicycle  bridge  on  Cesar  Chavez  was  dedicated  May  19'^,  note  that 

more  striping  and  signage  is  yet  to  be  completed, 
o  The  signs  and  striping  have  been  completed  on  the  Panhandle  Path. 

There  is  a  pre-traffic  protective  phase  arrow  at  the  intersection  of  Shrader 

and  Stanyan. 

o  The  DPT  reviewed  and  made  comment  on  California's  supplement  to  the 

national  MUTCD  (Manual  Uniform  Traffic  Code  Devices), 
o  Separate  from  the  DPT  report,  Mr.  Gajda  encouraged  the  BAC  to  request 
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representatives  from  other  City  departments  to  attend  future  BAG 

meetings,  as  the  municipal  code  requires,  to  facilitate  discussions  about 

topics  such  as  transit/bicycle  collisions  or  bike  theft, 
o  Jerry  Ervin  (District  8)  requested  copies  of  the  M  UN  I/bicycle  collision  data 

when  the  memo  is  finalized, 
o  There  was  discussion  about  information  a  member  of  the  public  had 

requested  via  the  BAG  website.  For  the  public's  information  there  are 

aerial  maps  of  San  Francisco  available  at  SFProspector  through  the  Real 

Estate  section  of  www.ci.sf.ca.us. 


Comment  on  DPT  Report 

•  Josh  Hart  of  the  San  Francisco  Bicycle  Goalition  commented  on  the  Proposition 
K  section  of  the  DPT  report.  He  pointed  out  that  there  are  three  options  for 
improving  the  intersection  of  Fell  and  Masonic  in  the  Bike  Plan  Update,  and  fears 
that  the  implementation  of  the  Prop  K  improvements  are  not  what  the  public 
wants  and  may  prevent  more  ambitious  improvements  from  occurring. 

•  There  was  discussion  about  whether  auto  left-turners  off  Fell  onto  Masonic  are 
the  main  safety  concern. 

•  Public  Gomment  was  made  by  Sam  Murphy  regarding  Fell  &  Masonic,  She 
stated  that  she  agrees  with  the  statement  made  by  Josh  Hart  that  even  if  the 
data  doesn't  show  that  left-turners  cause  the  most  collisions,  that  is  the 
perception,  and  that  in  itself  makes  cyclists  fearful,  and  that  if  improvements  are 
to  be  made  to  the  intersection  they  should  address  all  the  issues. 


•  San  Francisco  Bicycle  Coalition  Report  (7:21) 

•  Josh  Hart  from  the  SFBG  reported  that  most  of  the  SFBG's  energy  has  been 
focused  on  Bike  to  Work  Day,  May  20,  2004.  Of  particular  note  was  that  there 
are  twice  as  many  energizer  stations  as  last  year,  and  that  seven  Supervisors 
and  the  Mayor  will  be  riding  to  Gity  Hall. 

•  Mary  Brown  of  the  SFBG  spoke  about  the  Bike  Plan  Update  public  comment 
period  that  is  just  concluding.  So  far  750  comments  have  been  received,  and  the 
last  day  for  submissions  in  May  28*^. 

•  Regarding  Fell  &  Masonic,  she  pointed  out  that  there  is  a  red  zone  on  the 
Southern  side  of  Fell  Street  at  Masonic,  but  that  cars  are  often  parked  there 
anyway,  this  defeats  the  purpose  of  the  red  zone  which  was  intended  to  increase 
visibility. 

•  She  stated  concern  that  it  appears  that  the  DPT  went  forward  with  the  plan  for 
Fell  &  Masonic  before  reviewing  the  public  comment. 

•  The  Gesar  Ghavez  Bike  Bridge  was  dedicated  that  day  (May  19"^,  2004). 
Supervisor  Sophie  Maxwell  attended  the  event  and  rode  over  the  bndge. 

•  It  was  clarified  how  the  phase  signals  at  Fell  &  Masonic  would  work. 

•  Mary  stated  that  the  public  can  request  that  a  Supervisor  introduce  legislation  on 
bike  matters. 

•  In  response  a  question  from  Rufus  Davis,  Jr.  (Distnct  10)  Mary  stated  that  per  the 
requirements  of  the  Galtrans  grant  for  the  Bike  Plan  Update  the  SFBG  held  public 
outreach  sessions,  and  particularly  solicited  the  non-cycling  public. 


•  Old  Business  (7:39) 
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Octavia  Street 

•  The  future  Octavia  Street  freeway  on-ramp  was  discussed.  Josh  Hart  of  the 
SFBC  gave  a  brief  history  of  the  project.  The  issue  revolves  around  auto  right- 
hand  turns  off  of  Market  Street  onto  the  freeway,  which  is  a  potential  hazard  for 
cyclists  traveling  alongside  them  straight  through  the  intersection.  He 
emphasized  that  Market  St  is  supposed  to  be  a  transit-first  street,  and  that  the 
residents  of  the  neighborhood  do  not  want  right  turns  allowed. 

•  The  DPT  is  recommending  a  six-month  trial  allowing  the  right-hand  turns.  Oliver 
Gajda  stated  that  the  public  voted  to  allow  the  freeway  to  touch  down  on  Octavia 
Street. 

•  Bridget  May  (District  5)  asked  about  the  criteria  that  makes  a  6-month  trial  a 
failure  or  a  success. 

•  Chairman  Thornley  (District  1)  asked  what  WALK  SF's  preference  is  and  Josh 
Hart  replied  that  they  do  not  want  the  right  turns  allowed. 

•  Public  comment  was  heard  from  David  Kardatzke  and  Michael  Cobb. 

•  7:57:  A  motion  was  made  by  Bridget  May  (District  5),  seconded  by  Thornley  to 
urge  the  Supervisors  to  not  allow  auto  right  hand  turns  off  of  Market  Street  onto 
the  freeway.  The  motion  was  not  passed  with  three  for  (May,  Thornley, 
Voorsluys)  and  three  against  (Davis,  Ervin,  Waggoner)

•  This  subject  is  tabled  until  the  entire  project  problems  are  resolved 


•  New  Business  (8:04) 

San  Jose/Guerrero  Street  Improvements 

•  Jon  Winston,  member  of  the  public,  presented  the  plan  to  make  improvements  to 
San  Jose  Avenue,  which  connects  Valencia  Bike  Lanes  to  Glen  Park,  Excelsior 
and  other  neighborhoods  through  traffic  calming,  pedestrian  improvements  and 
landscaping.  They  have  the  support  of  Supervisors  Dufty  and  Ammiano  who  are 
going  to  introduce  legislation  for  improvements.  There  is  also  a  current  Glen 
Park  improvement  plan  sponsored  by  the  Planning  Commission  part  of  which 
includes  lowering  San  Jose  Avenue  and  creating  a  transit  center  at  the  back  of 
the  Glen  Park  BART  Station.  This  land  belongs  to  Caltrans.  His  written  report 
will  be  distributed  to  the  BAC  members. 

•  Rufus  Davis,  Jr.  (District  1 0)  asked  for  clarification  about  the  exact  location  of  the 
San  Jose  Ave  bike  lanes. 

•  Oliver  Gajda  of  the  Department  of  Parking  &  Traffic  stated  that  they  are  working 
on  the  project  and  has  requested  funding.  They  are  working  with  Caltrans. 

•  Public  comment  was  heard  from  Marc  Cobb  who  stated  that  often  these 
improvements  for  biking  have  the  result  of  improvements  to  the  whole 
neighborhood.

BIKE  PLAN  UPDATE  DRAFT  DOCUMENT 

•  Oliver  Gajda  of  DPT  gave  some  background  about  the  Bike  Plan  Update  Draft 
Document,  and  it's  evolution  from  the  original  1997  Plan.  Note  the  difference 
between  the  Network  Document  of  twenty  "grant  ready"  projects  and  the  Policy 
Document  which  is  a  general  overview  encompassing  design  guidelines, 
outreach,  etc. 

•  He  outlined  the  timeline,  in  which  the  plan  goes  through  review  by  the  BAG,  the 
Metropolitan  Travel  Authority's  Citizen  Advisory  Committee,  and  finally  on  to 
approval  by  the  MTA  for  the  Network  Document  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for 
the  Policy  Document.  Right  now  DPT  is  waiting  for  the  final  compilation  of  the 
public  comment  from  the  outreach  meetings  from  the  San  Francisco  Bicycle 
Coalition,  and  for  finalization  of  a  few  points  before  the  document  is  ready  to  be 
released  to  the  public. 

•  There  was  discussion  about  how  to  present  the  rather  large  document  to  the 
public. 

•  Jerry  Ervin  (District  8)  suggested  that  the  DPT  hold  on  releasing  the  document 
until  May  28th  so  it  would  be  more  complete.  He  also  asked  for  clarification 
about  the  BAC's  role  in  providing  input. 

•  Oliver  Gajda  stated  that  there  must  be  a  30-day  period  for  the  public  to  comment. 

•  8:51:  It  was  moved  by  Thornley  and  seconded  by  Ervin  that  the  BAC  schedule 
two  meetings  on  or  about  June  1^^  and  8^^^  for  public  comment  on  the  Bike  Plan 
Update  Draft  Document.  The  motion  passed  unanimously. 


BIKE  THEFT  TASK  FORCE 

•  Member  of  the  public,  Victor  Veysey,  submitted  a  written  proposal  for  the 
creation  of  an  1 8-month  long  bicycle  theft  task  force,  which  has  an  emphasis  on 
registration  of  bicycles.  He  spoke  about  the  negative  economies  that  are 
supported  by  profits  from  stolen  bikes  and  the  fact  that  bike  theft  is  on  the 
increase  in  San  Francisco.  He  spoke  to  the  Mayor's  office,  which  he  found 
receptive  to  the  idea.  One  of  the  main  issues  revolves  around  the  question  of 
who  would  maintain  the  database. 

•  Oliver  Gajda  of  DPT  will  forward  to  the  BAC  the  city  code  that  states  Police 
Department's  responsibility  in  maintaining  registration  of  bicycles.  He  also 
suggested  that  the  BAC  request  a  member  of  SFPD  attend  a  future  BAC  meeting 
to  discuss  the  issue. 

•  Jerry  En/in  (District  8)  requested  that  Chairman  Thornley  invite  SFPD  to  the  July 
BAC  meeting.

•  Lionel  Shaw  of  District  2  has  been  officially  appointed  from  that  distnct  In 
addition  the  appointment  of  Francisco  Hernandez  from  Distnct  9  is  pending 

•  Peter  Tannen  of  DPT  has  reported  that  the  bike  room  in  the  Mam  Public  Library 
is  underused.  To  access  this  safe  bike  parking  a  one-time  fee  of  $20  is  due 
along  with  a  written  application.  Library  patrons  are  encouraged  to  apply  for  and 
use  this  space. 

•  Deirdre  Weinberg  of  DPT  is  working  with  the  main  Library  for  expansion  of  on- 
street  parking.  Several  automobile  parking  spaces  will  be  eliminated  with  the 
plan.  The  DPT  report  will  include  specifics  on  the  plan.

•  CALTRAIN  may  be  adding  bike  lockers  to  ameliorate  the  problem  created  by  less 
bike  space  on  the  Baby  Bullets. 

•  BART  is  modifying  the  Bike  Station  at  the  Embarcadero 

•  The  "  DPT  Bicycle  Program  Report  to  the  BAG  6/16/04"  was  read,  Casey  Allen 
(District  1 1 )  asked  if  secunty  lighting  was  part  of  the  new  bike  rack  installation  at 
the  Main  Library.  Mr.  Gajda  responded  that  no  additional  lighting  was  being 
Installed  but  night  visitors  to  the  library  could  use  the  bike  room. 

•  It  was  recommended  that  a  member  of  the  BAG  attend  the  PROBIKE/PROWALK 
2004  Convention  in  September 

•  Jerry  Ervin(District  8),  request  the  BAG  record  support  for  the  Bike  Plan  by 
adopting  a  resolution.

8.  New  Business  (7:15) 

1 .  Prop  K  bike-project  funding  applications:  Oliver  Gajda  restated  A(2)  of  his  earlier 
report  and  recommends  the  community  check  on  the  Department  of  Parking  and 
Traffic's  web  page  on  a  regular  schedule.  Rufus  Davis  Jr.  suggested  that  some 
of  the  proposals  of  DPT  forget  that  there  are  various  levels  of  cycling  ability  from 
kids,  to  cyclists  with  trailers,  to  professional  cyclists  and  that  the  diversity  of  the 
community  needs  to  be  remembered.  Mr.  Gajda  responded  that  although  some 
of  the  projects  only  speak  to  certain  cyclists  it  does  not  mean  others  can't  be 
done  also  Maria  Lombardo,  Deputy  Director  of  the  SF  Transportation  Authority 
reported  that  last  year  the  Transportation  Authority  had  $150,000  to  spend  on 
bikes  and  this  year,  because  of  Prop  K,  has  $800,000  to  spend  with  the  funds 
starting  to  flow  in  July. 

2.  MTC  Regional  Bike/Ped  Program:  Ms.  Lombardo  reported  a  program  guidelines 
meeting  on  June  21 ,  2004.  She  also  passed  out  a  June  9,  2004  two  page 
Memorandum  from  Rachel  Hiatt  on  the  subject  of  LOS  SAR  TWG  Structure. 
Comments  could  be  made  by  emailing  to  till_change@sfcta.org. 

3.  SF  Bike  Map  and  Walking  Guide  update:  This  private  vendor  map  is  being 
updated  as  happens  when  the  inventory  of  maps  drops  too  low.  Comments  on 
the  existing  map,  and  how  to  improve  the  new  one,  need  to  be  submitted  by  June 
18,2004.  The  good  news  is  that  the  map  is  repnnted  every  year.  DPT  has 
made  suggestions.  The  BAG  can  request,  to  the  publisher,  that  we  be  included 
in  the  updating  process. 
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4.  Waller  Street  -  Police  station  access  routing:  Lt.  Crenshaw  of  Park  Station 
presented  maps  show  two  alternative  for  the  closing  of  Waller  Street  and  the 
routing  of  Police  vehicles  through  the  area.  The  Lieutenant  stated  that  education 
is  vital  to  the  community  as  drivers  do  not  understand  bicycles  and  cyclists 
sometime  ignore  they  have  all  the  rights  and  responsibilities  of  any  other  vehicle. 
The  Lieutenant  said  a  bike  training  layout  was  going  to  be  included  on  the  Waller 
Street  service  where  training  could  be  done  to  raise  mutual  awareness  and 
understanding. 

5.  Bike  Plan  2004  Draft  Policy  -  Enforcement  Chapter:  Chair  Thornley  introduced 
Chapter  6  Enforcement  of  the  San  Francisco  Bicycle  Plan  and  led  a  discussion  of 
this  document  which  is  found  on  the  DPT  web  page.  In  addition  Oliver  Gajda 
pointed  out  that  Chapters  5  and  6  are  closely  connected.  The  former  being 
Education  and  the  latter  Enforcement  really  go  together.  When  asked  about 
information  on  citations  Lt.  Crenshaw  stated  that  data  on  citations  is  not  too 
available  where  data  on  collisions  is. 

A  suggestion  was  made  for  two  action  Items: 

1 .  A  traffic  school  for  bicyclists  should  be  established  to  deal  with  tickets  as 
education  is  more  effective  that  a  fine. 

2.  A  provision  for  "fix-it"  tickets  should  be  established 

In  response  to  a  question  about  public  and  police  lack  of  awareness  of  the  rules  relating 
to  bicyclists  rights  and  obligations  Lt.  Crenshaw  responded  that  the  police  are  generally 
pretty  aware.  He  added  that  no  officers  are  required  to  be  Bike  Officers.  They  either 
want  to  be  on  the  bikes  or  they  are  not  on  them.  The  SFPD  has  a  problem  that  there 
are  many  retirements  and  the  Police  Academy  is  not  holding  classes.  More  new 
officers  will  mean  more  Bike  Officers. 

To  the  question  of  bike  thefts  the  Lieutenant  said  there  had  been  a  program  but  no 
more.  In  response  to  another  question  he  suggest  that  bike  registration  could  take 
place  with  an  educational  program.  Stickers  could  be  provided  and  files  developed. 
Oliver  Gajda  said  that  the  BAC's  Los  Angeles  counterpart  uses  Prop  K  money  to  work 
on  a  safety  program  and  the  San  Francisco  Bicycle  Coalition  has  started  safety 
classes.  Jerry  Ervin(District  8) 

Suggested  that  Bike  Shops  might  be  enlisted  to  send  in  data  for  registration. 

Rufus  Davis,  Jr.  (District  10)  shared  his  frustration  that  when  cars  have  a  problem 
there's  a  correction.  But  when  bikes  have  a  problem  it  takes  too  long.  Recently  there 
was  a  death  of  a  cyclist  at  So.  Van  Ness  and  13'*^  at  a  point  where  an  accident  was 
waiting  to  happen.  Lt.  Crenshaw  stated  that  the  bike  community  has  to  make  noise  to 
get  attention.

•  MTA  has  a  Citizens  Advisory  Committee  meeting  once  per  month  Chairman 
Thornley  went  to  receive  comment  about  the  Bike  Plan  included  in  public 
document  passed  out.  As  a  cost  /  efficiency  option  the  Taxi  Commission  might 
be  included  in  MTA 

•  Proposition  K  half-cent  tax  goes  for  transportation  projects.  Applicants  were 
there  to  present  their  cases  for  funds  before  the  San  Francisco  County 
Transportation  Authority  Citizens  Advisor  Committee. 

5.  Member  Reports:  (6:40) 

•  Bridget  May(District  5)  reported  that  on  Labor  Day  the  20"^  Giro  de  San 
Francisco  will  take  place  centenng  at  Levi  Plaza.  Ms.  May  also  reported  that  on 
Wednesday  July  28'^  there  will  be  a  meeting  to  discuss  the  Doyle  Drive 
intersection. 

•  Lionel  Shaw(District  2)  reported  he  rode  in  his  first  Critical  Mass  on  June  25'^. 

•  Rufus  Davis,  Jr  (District  10)  reported  in  was  in  St.  Louis  and  rode  their  lite  rail 
system  which  now  allows  bikes  on  the  trains  leaving  San  Francisco  as  the  only 
major  City  that  does  not  allow  bikes  on  the  LRV  even  when  conditions  would 
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allow.  In  a  further  report  on  Caltrain's  Bullet  Trains  Mr.  Davis  said  management 
is  not  inclined  to  reconfigure  cars  but  will  install  more  bike  lockers.  Mr.  Davis 
suggests  we  write  to  Board  of  Supervisors  to  sponsor  a  resolution  to  request 
reconfiguration  to  carry  more  bikes.  Finally  Mr.  Davis  reports  that  residents 
along  Guerrero  and  Cesar  Chavez  had  a  march  demanding  a  calming  of  traffic 
and  bike  lanes  on  San  Jose  Avenue. 

•  Jerry  Ervin(District  8)  thanked  DPT  for  sending  out  their  report  before  the 
meeting 

6.  Department  of  Parking  and  Traffic  Report  (6:50)  /  Oliver  Gajda 

•  Mr.  Gajda  presented  additional  copies  of  the  DPT  report  he  distributed  earlier. 
He  went  on  to  explain  that  the  SFCTA  is  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  that  DPT 
secured  their  full  1/30*^  of  the  Proposition  K  funding. 

•  As  to  the  issue  of  Waller  Street  (B5)  the  resolution  has  to  go  to  an 
interdepartmental  meeting  so  there  could  be  some  time  before  the  final  plan  is 
adopted  but  that  the  closure  is  already  in  effect. 

•  As  to  substandard  road  service  on  Scott  Street  (B8)  Mr.  Gajda  reported  that  the 
Bike  Program  staff  sent  a  memo  asking  for  an  upgrading  of  the  substandard 
pavement.  The  pavement  was  raised  to  standard  and  now  new  trenching  has 
begun.  Mr.  Gajda  suggest  we  review  DPT's  web  page  because  there  is  access 
to  information  to  how  to  get  potholes  repaired.  Standards  are  also  on  the  web.  It 
was  suggested  that  we  might  want  to  link  the  BAC  web  site  to  the  DPT  website. 

•  As  to  the  SHARROW  Study  (E1)  Mr.  Gajda  reminded  the  BAC  that  colors  have 
to  be  approved  along  with  everything  else  and  without  CTCDC  approval  the  City 
would  be  legally  exposed.  The  BAC  has  the  opportunity  to  advise  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  of  our  preferences  and  the  Board  can  then  inform  the  DPT.  After 
being  asked  of  how  SHARROW  placement  decisions  are  made  Mr.  Gajda 
responded  that  the  first  work  is  done  on  bike  routes  that  do  not  have  a  bike  lane. 
Class  three  roadways.  Volumes,  speeds,  width,  collisions,  especially  dooring. 
Mr.  Gajda  warned  that  the  date  is  based  on  citations  in  collision  data  base  which 
leaves  out  all  unreported  accidents.  After  being  asked  about  what  items  in  the 
report  DPT  recommends  action  by  the  BAC  Mr.  Gajda  responded  that  BAC  take 
action  on  Policy,  Grants,  and  Funding  Legislation.  Jerry  Ervin(District  8) 
requested  a  specific  list  of  where  the  BAC  could  expect  requests  for  action  from 
DPT,  Mr.  Gajda  responded:  SHARROW,  Howard  Street,  Folsom  Street, 
Octavia,  Street  Surface  Conditions,  Bicycle  Parking,  Baby  Bullets,  BART  Bike 
Station,  Funding. 

•  Mr.  Gajda  informed  the  BAC  that  the  Golden  Gate  Bridge  redesign  is  up  to  the 
bridge  and  not  in  DPT  jurisdiction 


7.  San  Francisco  Bicycle  Coalition  Report  (7:45)  /  Josh  Hart 

•  The  Howard  Street  bike  lane  project  is  to  appear  at  the  Land  Use  Committee  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors 

•  The  Octavia  onramp  will  appear  on  August  9*^  before  the  same  Committee 

•  The  Music  Concourse  Authority  is  to  decide  which  circulation  model  would  be 
used.  As  part  of  the  bond  issue  the  Concourse  is  to  be  a  pedestrian  oasis.  Will 
there  be  full  unfettered  auto  access  to  the  museums  and  neighborhood  or,  as 
recommended  by  WalkSF,  SFBC  and  other  environmentalists  autos  would  be 
limited.  Will  BAC  take  a  position. 

•  Traffic  calming  ideas  on  JFK  include  painting  lanes  and  adding  bulbouts.  Park 
and  Rec  will  discuss  this  issue  at  an  upcoming  meeting. 

•  Baby  Bullets  hold  16  bikes  while  the  old  bike  cars  held  32.  Lots  of  complaints 
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•  SFBC  met  with  DPT  about  the  issue  of  pavement  quality  attempting  to  improve 
the  standard  for  excavation  amelioration. 

•  The  modifications  to  Jefferson  Street  is  currently  on  hold  although  the  merchants 
are  now  supporting.  The  merchants  have  decided  to  expand  the  area  of  traffic 
improvement  and  are  dealing  with  Port  planners  who  are  not  slowing  the 
improvement. 

8.  New  Business  (7:15) 

1 .  Central  Freeway,  Market/Octavia  on-ramp  -  Mr.  Hart  passed  out  a  document 
explaining  the  Market/Octavia  on-ramp.  He  explained  that  with  the  current  plan  it 
is  possible  for  cars  to  back  up  into  the  bike  lane  and  that  this  access  is  not 
necessary  as  there  is  at  least  one  other  nearby  on-ramp.  The  SFBC  asks  for  a 
six  month  trail  eliminating  the  right  turn  access.  Mr.  Gajda  reported  that  the 
official  stance  of  DPT  is  that  there  will  be  a  six  month  trial  of  the  nght  turn  lane 
and  then  if  problems  occur  a  six  month  trial  without  the  right  turn  lane. 
Comments  included  that  Supervisor  Duffy  supports  allowing  the  right  turn  for  six 
months  and  opposes  Supervisor  Gonzales  legislation  banning  the  turn  lane.  It  is 
important  that  either  way  this  be  a  true  trial  toward  the  safest  and  soundest 
access.  A  motion  to  support  the  Gonzales  legislation  died  for  lack  of  a  second. 

2.  Bike  Plan  2004  -  Chair  Thornley  presented  six  pages  of  comments  collected  by 
the  BAC  as  well  as  over  2,800  collected  by  the  SFBC  commenting  that  the 
information  needs  to  be  distilled  and  presented  in  some  workable  format.  Oliver 
Gajda  said  the  Draft  has  at  least  two  more  meetings  beginning  on  September 
21^'  at  MTA  but  over  the  next  couple  of  weeks  the  DPT  wants  to  work  on  the 
presentation  toward  a  final  plan.

4.  Chairman's  Report:  (6:25) 
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Terms  of  many  of  the  BAC  are  up  this  year.  When  the  Supervisor  changes  it  can  also 
automatically  change  the  BAC  representative.

On  August  26  there  will  be  a  meeting  at  SFGH  on  the  Potrero  Avenue  project. 

Bike  theft  is  up.  Racers  at  the  Giro  had  bikes  stolen.  It's  time  for  a  bike  theft  task 
force. 

CALTrain  has  done  a  bike  locker  and  bike  use  survey;  they  are  going  to  hire  a 
consultant  to  develop  a  bike  plan.  CALTrain  has  been  invited  to  the  November  17 
meeting. 

SF  County  Transportation  Authority's  Maria  Lombardo  has  ideas  on  how  to  expedite 
the  approval  of  bike  projects  by  bringing  together  departments  for  coordination.  Ms 
Lombardo  has  been  invited  to  the  November  meeting. 
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Member  Reports:  (6:33) 

Francisco  Hernandez(District  9)  reported  that  the  community  seems  pretty  evenly 
split  pro  and  con.  There  are  substantial  stakeholders  like  SFGH  and  Buena  Vista 
school  so  there  should  be  greater  outreach.  Member  Hernandez  announced  he  was 
able  to  secure  a  City  mailbox. 

Janice  Buike  Voorsluys(Disthct  4)  reported  on  the  SFGH  Potrero  Avenue  tov/n 
meeting.  The  community  seems  fairly  evenly  split  on  the  redesign. 

Dale  Butler(District  6)  reported  that  the  Geary  /  O'Farrell  corridor  redesign  appears  to 
be  moving  forward.  The  bicycle  community  lost  on  the  issue  of  bus/bike  shared  lanes 
but  was  given  instead  a  wider  lane  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  street  for  cycling.  The 
lane  will  not  be  "sharrow(ed)". 

Rufus  Davis,  Jr.  (District  10)  reported  on  the  very  bike,  light  and  helmet  giveaway 
sponsored  by  SFBC  and  several  community  based  organizations.  Member  Davis  also 
attended  the  SFGH  meeting  and  agreed  with  the  earlier  assessment 

Department  of  Parking  and  Traffic  Report  (6:45)  /  Oliver  Gajda 

MUNI  drivers  oppose  Potrero  Avenue  project  because  buses  will  be  required  to  weave 
in  and  out  of  the  traffic  lane. 

Geary  corridor  will  have  space  on  the  left  side  of  the  street  for  bikes.  It  will  not  be 
striped. 

CALtrain  is  considering  replacing  the  22nd  Street  bike  lockers  removed  after  9/11/01. 

An  interagency  group  has  been  established  to  advise  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  bike 
issues. 

The  SFBC  and  the  SF  Giants  have  begun  a  new  media  campaign  on  buses. 

Sharrows  will  sometimes  be  two  or  three  to  a  block.  Testing  is  not  "scientific"  but  the 
expectation  is  that  about  2,500  will  be  painted.  The  California  Traffic  Device 
Committee  has  approved  the  Sharrows  but  CALtrans  has  not.  The  Sharrows  will  be 
white. 

San  Francisco  Bicycle  Coalition  Report  (7:00)  /  Leah  Shahum 

Reported  that  it  is  true  that  many  u-locks  can  be  opened  with  a  ball  point  pen.  Ms 
Shahum  passed  out  a  flyer  on  the  issue. 

The  Bayview  Bikes  Bonanaza  had  over  seventy-five  participants.   The  organizers  gave 
away  one  bike  and  about  forty  helmets  as  well  as  many  bicycle  repairs.  Bayview 
mothers  want  to  do  it  again. 

The  next  bike  skills  workshop  will  be  on  September  25  in  the  Tenderloin. 
The  SFBC  is  trying  to  get  the  City  to  widen  the  bike  lane  and  extend  it. 
Old  Business  (7:12) 
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LOS  TWG:  Chairperson  Thornley  reiterated  that  LOS  methodology  as  part  of 
environmental  review  by  Planning  continues  to  have  adverse  effects  on  implementing 
bike  projects  and  that  the  BAC  needs  to  keep  after  this  problem. 

New  Business  (7:15) 

(a)  Bike  Plan  Update:  Oliver  Gajda  of  the  Department  of  Parking  and  Transportation 
passed  out  CDs  of  the  final  draft  and  reported  that  the  Planning  Department 
estimated  ten  weeks  to  approve  the  plan.  It's  been  nineteen  weeks  and  the  plan 
review  has  not  begun. 

Mr.  Gajda  reported  that  the  plan  should  be  completed  by  the  end  of  the  year  but  the 
EIR  is  holding  up  introduction.  Also  we  have  to  have  a  five  year  plan  to  be  eligible  for 
Prop  K  funding  then  after  that  staff  can  be  redirected  back  to  network  planning. 

Leah  Shahum  reported  that  the  SFBC  was  a  partner  in  the  project  focused  on  the 
network  piece.  One  of  the  biggest  achievements  was  the  adoption  of  the 
transportation  policy  that  bikes  and  buses  can  coexist.  The  challenge  now  is  to  get 
City  departments  to  prioitize  and  focus  on  the  goals  of  the  plan.  On  behalf  of  SFBC 
Ms.  Shum  encouraged  DPT  to  be  ready  to  get  funds,  local,  state,  and  federal  which 
are  available  this  year.  One  question  Ms.  Shahum  asked  is  how  MUNI  avoided  the  EIR 
on  the  Geary  project?  Can  we  avoid  EIRs  on  bike  projects? 

David  Gartner,  as  someone  who  went  out  and  got  public  input,  called  for  greater 
coordination  between  SFBC  and  DPT  because  the  plan  was  to  be  out  in  January  2004 
and  now  it  is  September  2004.  How  can  this  plan  be  expedited?  Perhaps  the  BAC 
should  encourage  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  encourage  the  Planning  Department  to 
finish  the  EIR.  BAC  member  Casey  Allen  suggested  a  letter  be  brought  to  the  next 
meeting  to  push  the  planning  department  to  respond. 

(b)  Golden  Gate  Park  Transportation  Improvement  Plan:  Marilyn  Duffy, 
Transportation  Consultant,  reported  on  the  multi-phased  approach  to  the  plan.  Ms 
Duffy  passed  out  the  October  2003  plan  which  included  eight  projects  (attached). 
There  is  $500,000  for  transportation  projects  with  a  lot  going  into  the  shuttle  to  keep 
cars  out  of  the  park.  The  question  was  asked  in  park  roads  were  City  roads  which  was 
answered  that  they  are  maintained  by  the  City.  The  Concourse  project  will  eliminate 
three  acres  of  asphalt  and  eight  hundred  surface  parking  spaces. 

(c)  Presidio  Trains  and  Bikeways:  Andrea  Lucas  of  the  National  Park  Service 
reported  that  in  2000  the  GGNRA  started  a  master  plan  that  was  finished  in  2003.  The 
plan  added  twenty  miles  of  bike  lanes  as  part  of  the  Bay  Trail's  400  miles.  The  plan 
designated  Crissy  Field  as  the  first  step  of  ABAC  funding.  The  San  Francisco  phase  of 
the  plan  is  from  the  Warming  Hut  to  the  Bridge  accommodating  multi-levels  of  use. 
The  intent  of  the  redesign  includes  separating  cyclists  from  pedestrians  as  much  as 
possible.  The  redesign  includes  dedicated  striped  bike  lanes,  moving  existing 
sidewalks/bike  access,  and  encouraging  bikes  to  access  the  bridge  from  near  the 
Warming  Hut  rather  than  near  the  pet  cemetery.  There  is  one  million  dollars  for 
Presidio  Trails  but  how  much  of  that  goes  to  this  project  and  how  much  directly  to  the 
bridge  has  to  be  determined.  The  plan  does  not  accommodate  the  dedicated 
mountain  bikers  as  the  off  street  route  will  still  be  pretty  "hard".  The  plan  keeps  the 
bollards  that  control  cars  but  eliminated  those  that  are  supposed  to  control  bikes.

•  Several  BAC  members  stated  that  both  cyclists  and  motorists  need  to  be 
educated  about  what  Sharrows  really  mean 

•  It  was  agreed  that  the  "Bicycles  Allowed  Full  Use  of  Lane"  signs  are  effective. 
Perhaps  they  could  be  placed  better 

•  C.  Allen  suggested  a  form  of  Sharrow  could  be  installed  to  show  the  way  to 
public  bike  parking  in  buildings 

•  The  following  resolution  was  adopted  (M/Allen,  S/Hernandez,  Carried

ITEMS  RECOMMENDED  FOR  BAC  ACTION  AT  DECEMBER  MEETING: 

1 .  BROADWAY  TUNNEL  PEDESTRIAN  RESTRICTIONS  -  Kevin  Jenson,  DPW's  ADA  /Disability 
Access  Coordinator  objected  to  DPT's  proposal  to  modify  Traffic  Code  Section  96.1 .  We  proposed 
changing  it  from: 

"It  shall  be  unlawful  to  ride  a  bicycle  upon  the  walkways  in  or  through  the  Broadway  Tunnel." 

to: 

(additions  are  shown  in  bold  and  deletions  are  shown  in  strikethrough)  to  "It  shall  be 
unlawful  to  ride  a  bicycle  ypon  the  south  walkwaysin  or  through  of  the  Broadway  Tunnel. 
Only  westbound  cyclists  may  ride  on  the  north  walkway  of  the  Broadway  Tunnel.  It 
shall  be  unlawful  for  a  pedestrian  to  walk  on  the  north  walkway  of  the  Broadway 
Tunnel." 

If  the  BAC  and  the  SFBC  want  to  pursue  this  further,  they  should  work  with  Supervisor  Peskin's 
Office,  as  this  is  in  his  district. 

2.  UNION  SQUARE  GARAGE  DISABLED  PARKING  PLAN  WITH  BICYCLE  RACKS  -  Kevin  Jenson 
of  DPW  has  not  responded  to  DPT's  request  for  a  determination  of  ADA  needs.  Kevin  Jensen 
remains  unresponsive  to  the  queries  of  the  Union  Square  garage  manager  regarding  a  time  frame 
to  review  the  finalized  plans  for  the  entrance  to  the  garage.  DPT  is  waiting  for  his  review  to 
proceed  with  the  bicycle  rack  installations.  If  the  BAC  and  the  SFBC  want  to  pursue  this  further, 
they  should  consider  writing  a  letter  to  the  DPW  Director. 

3.  SFCTA  CONSULTANT  AND  STAFF  POSITION  FOR  BICYCLE  PROJECTS  -  We  have  not  heard 
back  from  SFCTA  as  to  the  status  and  we  have  not  seen  their  scope  of  work  or  job  description.  . 

If  the  BAC  and  the  SFBC  want  to  pursue  this  further,  they  should  consider  contacting  SFCTA  staff. 

4.  CALTRANS  RIGHT-OF-WAY  NEAR  GLEN  PARK  BART  -  POSSIBLE  BIKE  LANES  ON  SAN 
JOSE  AVENUE  RAMPS  -  Caltrans  has  not  responded  to  DPT's  request  for  the  status  of  their 
approval,  requested  almost  six  months  ago.  If  the  BAC  and  the  SFBC  want  to  pursue  this  further, 
they  should  consider  writing  a  letter  to  Caltrans  District  4. 

5.  STATE  BICYCLE  TRANSPORTATION  ACCOUNT  (BTA)  PROJECT  FUNDING  CONCURRENCE 
-  Obtain  BAC  concurrence  on  the  new  bike  lanes  to  be  funded  with  unneeded  BTA  funds.  The 
Bicycle  Program  received  funds  from  this  source  for  bike  lanes  on  Sloat  Boulevard,  Mississippi

Street,  Laguna  Honda  Boulevard,  and  Phelan  Avenue,  but  also  received  funds  from  the  Air  District 
for  the  same  projects  (two  funding  applications  were  submitted  to  increase  funding  chances).  After 
inquiring,  staff  found  out  that  we  may  be  able  to  use  the  BTA  funds  for  other  bike  lanes.  We  were 
advised  to  sign  the  funding  agreement  and  submit  a  letter  requesting  the  change.  We  are 
requesting  approval  to  use  the  BTA  funds  for  bike  lanes  on  Guerrero  Street  (29'^^  Street  to  Randall 
Street),  all  of  John  Muir  Drive,  a  contra-flow  bike  lane  on  all  of  Conservatory  Drive  East,  and  a 
westbound  bike  lane  on  Fulton  Street  (Webster  to  Baker  Streets).

6.  PROP  K  5-YEAR  PLAN  -  Recommend  that  BAG  hold  a  special  meeting  in  early  February  2005  to 
meet  SFGTA  requirement  of  public  input.  Staff  attended  the  SFGTA  Open  House  and  has  begun 
working  on  this  planning  effort.

1 .  ILLINOIS  STREET  BIKE  LANES  -  The  Port  suggests  that  we  take  the  current  bike  lane  plan  back 
to  the  Port's  advisory  groups  in  January  and  then  to  the  Port  Gommission.  The  Port  is  working 
with  a  company  to  explore  the  use  of  flangeway  fillers  on  new  track  sections  where  cyclists  are 
expected  to  be  crossing 

2.  CONSERVATORY  DRIVE  EAST  CONTRAFLOW  BIKE  LANE  -  DPT  and  Rec.  /Park's  staff  met  to 
discuss  our  proposed  contra  flow  bike  lane.  Rec.  /Park  will  to  determine  the  best  way  to  get 
project  approval.  DPT  staff  developed  a  cost  estimate  and  is  coordinating  with  consultant  Marilyn 
Duffey,  who  is  developing  plans  for  Arguello  Boulevard  widening  and  bike  lanes  between  Fulton 
Street  and  Conservatory  Drive.  DPT's  plan  for  a  contraflow  bike  lane  will  mesh  well  with  their 
plans. 

3.  EASTBOUND  FOURTEENTH  STREET  BIKE  LANE  (MARKET  TO  DOLORES  STYREETS)  -  DPT 
staff  approved  this  project 

4.  OAKDALE  AVENUE  BIKE  LANE  (BAYSHORE  BOULEVARD  TO  SELBY  STREET)  -  DPT  staff 
approved  this  project. 

5.  WESTBOUND  FULTON  STREET  BIKE  LANE  (WEBSTER  TO  BAKER  STREETS)  -  DPT  staff 
approved  this  project 

6.  FOLSOM  STREET  BIKE  LANE  (14TH-11TH  STREETS)  BIKE  LANE  -  This  bike  lane  is  currently 
being  striped  and  signed. 

7.  FELL  STREET  AT  DIVISADERO  STREET  -  The  tow-away  removal  (Laguna  to  Baker  Streets)  is 
expected  to  be  calendared  at  the  Board  of  Supervisors'  Land  Use  Committee  in  early  January. 
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8.  MARKET  STREET  BIKE  LANE  (VAN  NESS  AVENUE  TO  8'"  STREET)  -  Despite  $200,000  spent 
by  the  SFCTA  to  gather  stakeholders  and  plan  changes  to  Market  Street,  a  Muni  employee  who 
attended  these  meetings  is  still  voicing  resistance  to  the  bike  lane  until  other  changes  take  place. 
DPT  staff  will  not  continue  until  we  have  confirmation  that  Muni  is  on  board  with  the  bike  lane  on 
this  stretch.  The  SFCTA  will  draft  a  letter  outlining  the  planning  efforts  thus  far. 

9.  BROADWAY  TUNNEL  EXTINGUISHABLE  SIGN  ("BIKES  IN  TUNNEL")  -  In-pavement  loop 
detection  of  bicycles  in  a  shared  lane  does  not  seem  feasible.  We  are  still  exploring  video 
detection.  We  will  make  a  decision  on  bicycle  detection  and  project  feasibility  and  draft  a  revised 
project  schedule  by  December  31 . 

10.  SAN  JOSE  AVENUE/GUERRERO  STREET  BIKE  LANES  -  Staff  applied  for  federal  Regional 
Bicycle  Funds  for  the  portion  of  this  project  that  is  on  the  Bicycle  Network  (south  of  29'*^  Street). 
Regional  Bicycle  Funds  can  only  be  used  for  projects  that  are  on  a  bicycle  network.  We  will 
request  that  SFCTA  staff  reallocate  about  $50,000  of  our  current  Prop.  K  bicycle  allocation  to  the 
portion  of  this  project  that  is  on  the  Bicycle  Network.  We  are  under  a  great  deal  of  political 
pressure  from  the  neighborhood  to  fund  and  implement  this  project  quickly. 

1 1 .  LAGUNA  HONDA  BOULEVARD  -  Striping  a  sidewalk  bay  on  northbound  7'^  Avenue  where 
motorists  often  encroach  into  the  bike  lane  was  completed. 

12.  ALEMANY  BOULEVARD  BIKE  LANES  -  A  Deputy  City  Attorney  is  going  over  the  funding 
agreement  with  a  fine  tooth  comb  and  even  tried  to  get  the  Air  District  to  change  (unsuccessfully) 
their  boilerplate.  The  Deputy  City  Attorney  is  requiring  that  DPT  staff  get  additional  signatures  on 
the  agreement  from  the  MTA  Secretary  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Board,  attesting  that  the  appropriate 
resolutions  were  approved.  This  is  delaying  the  start  of  this  project 

1 3.  SUNSET  BOULEVARD  SIGNAGE  (LAKE  MERCED  BOULEVARD  TO  LINCOLN  WAY)  -  A  work 
order  was  submitted  for  the  removal  of  old  BIKE  ROUTE  signs  along  the  west  side  of  Sunset 
Boulevard,  as  this  very  old  bicycle  route  is  not  part  of  the  current  Bicycle  route  Network. 

14.  COLORED  BIKE  LANES-  Staff  drafted  a  letter  to  begin  the  process  of  striping  a  colored  bike  lane 
on  the  south  side  of  Market  Street  across  from  Octavia  Boulevard  (as  urged  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors),  requesting  that  Caltrans  install  the  colored  bike  lane.  Staff  will  also  send  a  letter  to 
CTCDC  asking  for  guidance/permission  to  experiment  and  a  letter  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
stating  that  we  are  proceeding.  We  will  coordinate  with  Muni  on  bike  lane  and  bus  lane  color. 
Muni  is  leaning  towards  red  for  bus  lanes.  A  rational  explanation  on  why  this  color  was  chosen 
needs  to  be  provided.  Bike  lanes  will  most  likely  be  a  different  color.  Issues  like  durability  ease  of 
application,  maintenance,  and  placement  criteria  need  to  be  developed. 

1 5.  POTRERO  AVENUE  BIKE  LANES  -  Another  public  meeting  was  held.  DPT  and  Muni  staff  are 
still  trying  to  reach  consensus  on  this  project  that  involves  bike  lanes  and  bus  lanes. 

C       BICYCLE  PARKING 

1        MAIN  LIBRARY  ON-STREET  BICYCLE  PARKING  -  The  rack  and  bollard  purchase  will  take 
longer  than  expected,  as  we  have  to  put  the  order  out  to  bid. 
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2  CALTRAIN  BIKESTATION  -  4TH  AND  KING  STREETS  -  The  Caltrain  JPB  applied  for  federal 
funds  for  additional  construction  costs  and  operating  costs. 

3  BICYCLE  RACKS  -  We  are  still  waiting  for  the  completion  of  the  process  of  putting  the  rack 
order  out  to  bid,  before  we  can  order  racks. 

4  MISSION  BAY  BICYCLE  RACK  SURVEY  -  Staff  is  conducting  a  survey  of  non-DPT  bicycle 
racks  installed  in  Mission  Bay.  They  provide  less  security  than  the  Bicycle  Program  approved 
variety.  It  is  unknown  which  City  jurisdiction  approved  them. 


D  SAFETY/OUTREACH 

1 .  KIDS'  BIKE  SAFETY  BOOK  -  Staff  is  talking  to  Jane  Reeder,  of  WeWrite  Books,  who  is 
interested  in  a  project  doing  books  on  ped,  bike  and  traffic  safety  by  and  for  kids  aged  7-9. 

2.  WALLER  STREET  BICYCLE  LEARNING  AREA  (WSBLA)  -  Staff  made  some  changes  to  the 
instructions  for  using  the  WSBLA  and  will  get  back  to  Rec.  /Park  to  prepare  for  painting  and 
posting  on  Waller  Street.  The  instructions  are  slated  to  be  posted  on  the  website  and  will  be 
distributed  to  advocates  and  through  phone,  mail,  and  email  requests. 


E  PLANNING 

1 .  BICYCLE  PLAN  UPDATE  -  The  Planning  Department's  public  review  period  concluded 
November  29.  Staff  called  and  emailed  to  see  what  level  of  response  was  received  and 
what  determination  of  environmental  review  will  occur.  No  response  thus  far.  Staff 
continues  to  work  on  the  draft  Network  Improvement  Document.  The  next  Oversight  and 
TAC  Committees  meetings  are  December  14. 

2.  SHARROWS  -  Staff  attended  the  CTCDC  December  8  Oakland  meeting  where  the  sharrow 
(MUTCD  Supplement  final  language  and  figure)  was  discussed  as  an  informational  item. 
Language  for  the  sharrow's  use  is  still  being  tweaked  by  the  CTCD  members.  DPT  expects 
to  submit  a  work  order  for  the  next  round  of  markings  is  mid-January.  The  next  900  will  be 
installed  by  late  April  (in  time  for  Bike  to  Work  Day)  and  coordinated  with  the  kickoff  of  our 
bus  tail  card  Sharrow  Campaign.  We  will  bring  our  current  draft  of  the  bus  tail  card  to  the 
meeting.

Josh  Hart  of  the  SFBC: 

•  The  SFBC  is  working  on  bike  access  to  the  Bay  Bridge's  West  Span,  continuing 
to  build  support,  meeting  with  Sen.  Torlakson  and  Perata 

•  Carl  Pope  of  the  Sierra  Club  will  be  speaking  on  3/16  in  Berkeley:  "What's  the 
Sierra  Club  Doing  for  Bikes?" 

•  Fell  &  Masonic  (Panhandle)  -  SFPD  cruiser  drove  up  on  pathway  and 
confronted  SFBC  member  Cheryl  Brinkman  about  "crossing  guard"  activities 
(SFBC  program),  telling  her  to  stop  because  it  was  delaying  cars.  SBFC  later 
spoke  with  officer's  supervisors  and  helped  clarify  that  the  officer  was  mistaken 
and  should  back  off  on  the  matter 

•  ISCOTT  meeting  -  DPT  working  on  double  turn  lanes  at  6th/Harrison,  ISCOTT 
turned  these  down  --  more  double-turn  lane  fights  ahead,  discouraging  to  deal 
with  ISCOTT,  they  were  never  intended  to  have  so  much  control  over  planning  - 
-  reform  of  this  process  is  needed. 
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9.  New  Business 

a.  Bike  Theft  and  Security  -  Josh  Hart,  SF  Bike  Coalition:  SFBC  is  working  with 
the  SFPD  on  a  Bike  Theft  Task  Force,  as  well  as  larger  bike  security  concerns 
including  secure  parking.  BAC  has  representation  to  the  Task  Force  via  Bert  Hill 
(Dist  7),  as  well  as  Dianna  Waggonner,  former  Dist.  3  BAC  rep.  [more  news  on 
this  at  the  March  meeting?] 

Public  Comment: 

Kash:  The  parking  racks  at  BARTs  Civic  Center  stop  are  attractive 
nuisances  and  should  be  removed  -  they  draw  thieves  and  engender 
situations  prone  to  theft. 

Nofe:  at  the  consent  of  the  BAC,  the  remainins  New  Business  items  were  heard 
in  different  sequence  than  originally  agendized: 

i.  Broadway  Tunnel  Extinguishable  Sign  -  Mike  Sallaberry,  DPT  Bike  Program: 
Both  a  push  button  and  a  loop  sensor  actuating  mechanism  will  be  installed 
near  the  western  mouth  of  the  eastbound  (south)  Broadway  tunnel  this  summer 
or  fall;  bicyclists  will  trigger  the  sign's  "On"  state  with  these  mechanisms;  the 
practicality  and  performance  of  the  two  triggering  systems  will  be  observed 
and  evaluated. 

Public  Comment: 

Keith  Saggers:  How  does  the  actuation  mechanism  work?  Mike  Sallaberry: 
By  push  button  located  in  advance  of  the  actual  tunnel,  as  well  as  a  loop 
sensor  in  the  pavement. 

Josh  Hart:  The  Bike  Plan  Top  20  Network  Improvement  projects  include 
better  Broadway  tunnel  access;  recommends  that  the  BAC  oblige  / 
attach  sidewalk  bike-access  legalization  and  widening  measures  to  any 
approval  of  DPTs  sign  system  plans.  Andy  Thornley  (Dist.  1):  The  BAC  has 
previously  expressed  its  endorsement  of  DPTs  recommendation  to 
legalize  biking  on  the  north  tunnel's  sidewalk,  but  that  was  less  than  the 
full-access  suggested  by  Mr.  Hart 

Motion  on  resolution  of  BAC  support  for  DPT  sign  system  plan  (Allen, 
Thornley),  passed  unanimously. 

Motion  to  amend  resolution  to  include  "Utilize  standard  Bikes 
Allowed  Full  Use  of  Lane'  signage  at  tunnel  entrances  in  each 
direction"  (Allen,  Thornley),  passed  unanimously. 

The  BAC  supports  and  endorses  plans  presented  on  February  17  by  DPT 
for  extinguishable  signage  in  the  Broadway  Tunnel,  providing  a  level  of 
visibility,  safety,  and  security  for  cyclists.  The  BAC  further  requests  the 
the  implementation  utilize  standard  'S/Zces  Allowed  Full  Use  of  Lane 
signage  at  tunnel  entrances  in  each  direction. 

j.  Shared  Lane  Marking  ('Sharrows")  -  Mike  Sallaberry,  DPT  Bike  Program: 
Comments  received  from  the  BAC  and  other  public  input  have  been 
incorporated  into  the  Sharrow  placement  standards  developed  by  the  DPT  Bike 
Program.  Copies  of  the  updated  pavement  stencil  and  example  striping 
diagrams  were  distributed. 
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Rufus  Davis,  Jr.  (Dist.  10):  Could  the  sharrow  and  supporting  concept  be 
promoted  through  DMV  driver  informational  material?  Mike  Sallaberry, 
DPT:  An  education  campaign  is  in  the  Sharrow  project  budget,  including 
MUNI  tail  cards  (item  9g  to  follow). 

Casey  Allen  (Dist.  11):  Happy  to  see  sharrow  placement  standard  call  for 
placement  "immediately"  after  intersection 

Bert  Hill  (Dist  7):  Glad  to  see  location  variability,  adjust  standard  to  suit 
circumstances.  Be  sure  to  avoid  manholes  and  other  obstacles 

Josh  Hart  (SFBC):  Why  place  markings  11  feet  from  curb  in  lanes  with 
parked  cars.  On  streets  with  substandard-width  lane,  recommend 
placing  sharrow  in  center  of  lane,  regardless  of  curb  location. 

I.  Eastbound  Fourteenth  Street  Bike  Lane  (Market  to  Dolores  Streets)  - 

Thornley:  A  community  meeting  about  the  14th  St.  bike  plane  project  will  take 
place  on  2/23  at  6:PM 

Motion  on  resolution  of  support,  14th  Street  Bike  Lane  project 

(Thornley,  Hernandez),  passed  unanimously. 

The  BAC  supports  and  endorses  the  DPT  recommendation  to  change  the 
partial-block  of  Fourteenth  Street  between  Market  and  Delores  Streets 
to  a  one-way  street,  allowing  the  addition  of  a  bike  lane,  increasing 
safety  and  security  for  cyclists. 

e.  HES  (Hazard  Elimination  Safety)  Federal  Grants  -  Oliver  Gajda,  DPT  Bike 
Program:  Federal  funds  are  available  for  projects  that  address  hazardous  street 
conditions,  capped  at  $360,0001  such  grants  might  be  appropriate  for 
Stanyan/Page  remedies  and  similar  small  safety-oriented  projects.  DPT  is 
reluctant,  however,  to  pursue  these  opportunities  because  of  the  extra 
work/time/ resources  involved  in  the  application  process  -  DPT  has  limited 
grant-writing  resources,  feels  it's  better  to  seek  funds  from  other  sources  -  but 
wants  the  BAC  to  be  aware  of  these  HES  grants  as  options  for  some  projects. 

Andy  Thornley  (Dist.  1):  BAC  should  consider  asking  Supervisors  to  get 
DPT  Bike  Program  a  grant  writer  full  time. 

f.  TFCA  (Transportation  Fund  for  Clean  Air)  GRANTS  -  Oliver  Gajda,  DPT  Bike 
Program:  Funding  opportunities  for  various  projects  -  BAC  to  give  input  and 
guidance. 

k.  MUNI  Tail  Cards  for  Sharrow  Campaign  -  Oliver  Gajda,  DPT  Bike  Program: 
MUNI  tailcard  campaign  coming  in  spring;  two  designs  prepared  and  presented 
to  the  BAC. 

Casey  Xllen  (Dist.  11):  The  "car"  version  of  the  card  is  not  as  obvious, 
doesn't  communicate  as  much  of  the  concept. 

Francisco  Hernandez  (Dist.  9):  Both  signs  should  communicate  the 
"shared  space"  idea 

Josh  Hart  (SFBC):  Maybe  more  text  is  necessary  to  explain  the  idea 
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b.  Bicycle  Planning  for  Environmental  Standards  -  Thornley  (Dist  1):  The  BAC 
has  heard  repeatedly  that  environmental  review  considerations  (CEQA  etc.) 
impede  and  often  stop  bike  improvement  (and  pedestrian  and  transit)  projects 
and  make  planning  and  budgeting  Bike  Network  improvements  very  difficult.  A 
single-topic  special  meeting  of  the  BAC  is  proposed  for  early  April  to  review 
LOS  and  bike  planning  and  make  recommendations  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

Motion  to  set  BAC  special  meeting  date  in  early  April  2005  (Allen, 
Davis),  passed  unanimously. 

The  BAC  shall  schedule  and  hold  a  special  meeting  at  the  end  of  March 
or  early  April  of  this  year,  to  review  bicycle  planning  and  environmental 
review  and  develop  recommendations  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

c.  Colored  Bike  Lanes  -  Josh  Hart,  SFBC:  A  specific  case  is  at  hand  to  utilize  a 
long-recommended  design  concept,  and  apply  colored-pavement  bike  lane 
markings  on  Market  Street  at  Octavia,  across  the  mouth  of  the  new  Central 
Freeway  onramp.  Sup.  McGoldrick  specifically  asked  for  this  measure  and  all 
other  safety-enhancement  treatments  when  the  no-right-hand  turn  was 
legislated  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

Oliver  Gajda,  DPT:  There  are  many  open  questions  to  colored  pavement 
application  and  standards  -  what  color?  What  process?  Plain  surface  paint 
application  isn't  enough,  a  deeper  post-pavement  trenching  and  filling  is 
usual.  CTCDC  (California  Traffic  Control  Devices  Committee)  needs  to 
frame  the  issues  raised  by  Board  of  Supervisors. 

Casey  Allen  and  Andy  Thornley  will  research  and  consult  with  DPT  and 
SFBC  and  come  back  to  the  BAC  at  its  March  meeting  with  information. 

d.  BART/MUNI  Ventilation  Grate  Replacement  -  Josh  Hart,  SFBC:  Ventilation 
gratings  in  Market  Street  (are  dangerous  to  bikes  and  have  been  known  to  be 
dangerous  by  DPT,  DPW,  and  BART,  each  of  which  agencies  has  an  interest  in 
these  grates.  The  BAC  should  insist  that  these  grates  be  replaced  with  safer 
alternatives. 

Oliver  Gajda,  DPT:  As  with  colored-pavement  bike  lanes,  there  are  many 
layers  to  the  Market  Street  gratings.  Since  BART  and  MUNI  both  have  an 
interest  in  the  ventilation,  they're  in  the  conversation  as  much  as  DPT  &. 
DPW,  and  coordinating  responsibility  will  be  difficult. 

Francisco  Hernandez  and  Casey  Allen  and  Andy  Thornley  will  research 
and  come  back  to  the  BAC  at  its  March  meeting  with  information. 

g.  Bicycles  on  Third  Street  Rail  -  Thornley  (Dist  1):  MUNI  will  be  starting  test 
service  on  the  new  Third  Street  light  rail  soon,  and  given  that  the  Third  Street 
corridor  plan  failed  to  adequately  accommodate  bikes,  and  given  that  the  BAC 
has  already  taken  a  position  of  support  for  a  trial  program  to  allow  bikes  on 
MUNI  Metro  LRVs,  we  should  urge  MUNI  to  allow  bikes  on  Third  Street  LRVs 
during  the  test  period. 

Motion  on  resolution  of  support  for  bike  access  to  Third  Street  LRVs 

(Davis,  Thornley),  passed  unanimously. 

The  BAC  urges  MUNI  to  include  bicycles  during  the  test  period  for  LRV 
service  on  3rd  Street,  with  plans  for  allowing  bicycles  with  the 
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commencement  of  service. 

Motion  to  amend  resolution  to  include  "at  all  times"  for  bike  access 

(Allen,  Thornley)  failed. 

h.  Folding  Bicycles  on  MUNI  -  Thornley  (Dist  1):  Riders  have  been  turned  away 
from  MUNI  access  while  carrying  a  folding  bike;  MUNI  policy  doesn't  allow  bikes 
of  any  kind  on  MUNI. 

Francisco  Hernandez  (Dist.  9):  Is  this  a  case  of  driver  discretion?  Josh 
Hart,  SFBC:  No,  MUNI  policy  actively  speaks  against  folding  bike  access. 
Oliver  Gajda,  DPT:  MUNI  website  was  recently  updated  and  where  it  had 
been  vague  in  declaring  "no  bikes"  on  MUNI,  it  currently  spells  out  "no 
folding  bikes",  so  for  better  or  worse,  it's  the  published  policy,  which  the 
DPT  Bike  Program  feels  goes  against  the  Transit  First  policies  of  SF. 

Motion  on  resolution  of  support  for  folding  bike  access  to  all  MUNI 
services  (Thornley,  Allen),  passed  unanimously. 

Whereas  folding  bicycles  ore  accepted  on  transit  vehicles,  in 
conformance  with  transit  system  policies  throughout  the  Bay  Area  and 
Nationally 

Whereas  folding  bicycles  provide  a  flexible  means  of  intermodal 
transport  that  does  not  contribute  to  vehicle  emissions  or  traffic 
congestion 

Whereas  folding  bicycles  provide  a  viable  alternative  to  bicycles  on 
transit  during  commuter  hours 

Whereas  folding  bicycles  are  highly  portable,  comparable  to  baby 
strollers  and  luggage,  which  are  permitted  on  transit. 

The  BAG  recommends  that  MUNI  revise  the  policy  to  permit  folding 
bicycles  at  all  times,  and  change  the  statement  on  the  SF  Muni  website 
(http://www.sfmuni.com/cms/mms/rider/bikes.htm)  to  state  that 
folding  bil<es  are  allowed  inside  transit  vehicles.. 

m.  Network  Improvement  Document  -  Thornley:  Continuing  the  BAC's  review 
of  the  Bike  Plan  Network  Improvement  and  Prop  K  5-year  funding  plan,  begun 
at  the  2/7/05  special  meeting,  and  going  throughout  the  month  of  February. 
Most  immediate  need  is  to  satisfy  Prop  K.  planning  requirements;  there's  a  mid- 
March  deadline  to  finalize  the  plan  for  the  SFCTA.  DPT  has  refined  and  further 
consolidated  the  planning  proposals  as  spreadsheets  and  maps  and  brought  new 
editions  of  the  material  to  this  meeting. 

Oliver  Gajda,  DPT  Bike  Program:  Distributed  Work  Program  for  DPT 
(current);  memo  on  Bike  Network,  Five-year  plan  as  tables,  three 
different  sorts:  alphabetical  by  street,  by  bike  route  number,  by  fiscal 
year  of  start  of  projects.  Prop  K  planning  asks  for  performance 
measures,  which  are  associated  with  a  specific  fiscal  year  (fiscal  year  is 
July  -  July). 

The  TA  is  asking  the  DPT  to  plan  on  905  of  annual  allocation,  less  than 
one  million  dollars  per  year,  but  many  projects  listed  will  qualify  for 
matching  funds  of  some  sort,  so  the  annual  total  on  the  planning  grids 
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totals  to  more  than  one  million  dollars. 

Many  of  the  projects  are  "TBD"  for  scheduling  because  of  corridor  study 
efforts,  such  as  Market  Street,  which  will  combine  several  agency's 
efforts,  and  will  be  more  sophisticated  and  ambitious  projects. 
Depending  on  when  and  how  other  agencies'  (e.g.  MUNI  and  SFCTA)  plans 
and  budgets  play  out  the  timing  of  bike  improvements  will  be  sooner  or 
later. 

Information  is  overwhelming  --  "Be  parochial"  --  consider  the  projects  for 
your  district  first  to  get  a  handle.  All  materials  presented  at  the  meeting 
will  be  made  public  via  the  DPT  website  for  further  review  and 
comments  throughout  February.

b.  Golden  Gate  Bridge  Bicycle  Toll  Proposal  -  The  Golden  Gate  Bridge  District  has 
proposed  charging  a  $1  toll  for  Bicycles,  San  Francisco  Bicycle  Coalition

Action:  Resolution 

Whereas  a  bike/pedestrian  toll  is  at  direct  odds  with  San  Francisco' s  transit-first  policy,  which  encourages 
sustainable,  non-congesting  modes  of  transportation,  such  as  biking,  walking  and  public  transit,  over 
individual  automobile  trips.  This  proposed  toll  would  send  the  exact  wrong  message  about  the  priorities  that 
San  Francisco  voters  have  approved. 

Whereas  a  bike/pedestrian  toll  is  environmentally  shortsighted.  We  know  that  auto  trips  are  a  major 
generator  of  air  and  water  pollution,  and  a  major  problem  for  the  Bay  Area.  To  discourage  people  from 
choosing  sustainable  modes  of  transportation,  such  as  biking  and  walking,  will  result  in  increased  pollution. 
This  is  unacceptable. 

Whereas  a  bike/pedestrian  toll  will  increase  traffic  congestion  on  the  Bridge  and  on  the  overly  crowded 
streets  of  San  Francisco.  More  people  will  load  their  bikes  on  cars  and  choose  to  drive  instead  of  walk 
across  the  Bridge  if  this  toll  is  enacted.  The  Golden  Gate  Bridge  corridor  does  not  need  more  fast-moving 
auto  traffic  making  our  local  streets  less  safe. 

Whereas  toll  collection  will  cost  an  unacceptable  amount  of  Bridge  District  resources  for  the  expected  low 
return  in  revenue.  Because  maintenance  and  emergency  vehicles  need  to  access  the  Bridge  pathways,  it  is 
unlikely  that  an  automated  toll  collection  system  could  be  set  up.  Will  this  mean  that  the  Bridge  District  hires 
costly  staff  to  manually  implement  the  toll?  What  about  the  costs  of  additional  enforcement  and  auditing? 

Whereas  a  bike/pedestrian  toll  is  an  inequitable  "user  fee. "  As  an  SFBC  member  pointed  out  recently  in  a 
"Letter  to  the  Editor"  in  the  SF  Chronicle,  bicyclists  could,  at  most,  be  charged  pennies,  based  on  their 
weight  and  related  wear-and-tear  on  the  Bridge.  For  instance,  if  the  average  vehicle  weighs  4.500  pounds 
and  is  charged  a  $6  toll,  then  the  average  bicycle  at  20  pounds  should  be  charged  2.5(.  Flipping  this 
equation  around,  if  a  $1  toll  is  levied  on  bicyclists,  this  would  equate  to  a  $240  toll  on  auto  drivers.  (Even  the 
SFBC  thinks  that's  a  bit  much!) 

Whereas  a  bike/pedestrian  toll  will  set  a  poor  example  across  the  nation  and  will  draw  negative  media 
attention  to  the  Golden  Gate  Bridge.  The  Bay  Area  is  considered  one  of  the  most  bike-friendly  regions  in  the 
country,  and  is  an  example  for  communities  nationwide.  A  high-profile  slap-in-the-face  to  bicyclists  and 
pedestrians  will  not  only  draw  intensely  negative  attention  to  the  Bridge  and  the  Bay  Area  (the  already- 
hurting  S.F.  tourist  industry  will  be  impacted),  but  could  also  create  a  slippery  slope  as  other  communities 
try  to  back  away  from  supporting  forms  of  transportation  that  are  more  sustainable  and  healthy. 

The  SF  Bicycle  Advisory  Committee  urges  the  Golden  Gate  Bridge,  Highway  &  Transportation  District  to 
maintain  no-fee  access  to  the  bridge  by  bicyclists  and  pedestrians 

c.  TDA  Funds  Bicycle  Facilities  -  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco's  has  applied  for 
$450,000  in  matching  grants  for  FY  2005-06  TDA  Article  3  funds  for  striping  and  signing 
bike  lanes  on  Conservatory  Drive  East,  San  Jose  Avenue  ramps,  and  Townscnd  Street, 
purchasing  and  installing  bicycle  racks,  and  bicycle  safety  programs;  by  DPT. 

Action:  Resolution 

The  SF  Bicycle  Advisory  Committee  has  reviewed  and  concurs  with  the  City  and  County  of  San  Franci.^co's 


application  for  $450,000  in  FY  2005-06  TDA  Article  3  funds  for  striping  and  signing  bike  lanes 
on  Conservatory  Drive  East,  San  Jose  Avenue  ramps,  and  Townsend  Street  -  as  matching 
funds;  striping  and  signing  bike  lanes  on  other  Bicycle  Route  Network  streets;  purchasing 
and  installing  bicycle  racks;  and  bicycle  safety  programs  such  as  safety  brochures,  maps, 
telephone  hotline,  and  advertising;  and  for  $450,000  in  FY  2005-06  TDA  Article  3  funds  for 
various  pedestrian  projects. 

d.  Network  Improvement  Document  -  The  second  part  of  the  Bike  Plan  Update  will 
continue  the  implementation  of  the  network  across  the  city.  DPT  has  submitted  a  Bicycle 
Program  Project  List  with  a  tentative  schedule  for  implementation 
(http://www.bicvcle.sfgov.org/site/dptbike  index.asp?id=29438).  The  San  Francisco 
Bicycle  Coalition  submitted  a  letter  asking  for  changes  to  the  planning  and  prioritization  of 
the  projects  (http://sfbike.Org/network/PropK.DPT.feedback.3.05.doc) ,  and  a  suggested 
alternative  schedule  (http://sfbike.org/network/SFBCfeedback.Network.05.xls) 
Action:  Resolution 

Whereas  the  Project  List  does  not  appear  to  give  special  priority  to  the  20  top  Bike  Plan  Update  projects,  in 
spite  of  two  years  of  public  hearings  and  planning  reviews 

Whereas  the  Project  List  schedules  most  conceptual  planning  at  the  end  of  the  five  year  period  for 
Proposition  K  funds,  even  though  this  planning  is  low  cost  and  provides  an  early  idea  of  the  costs  and 
complications  of  bicycle  projects. 

Whereas  there  is  no  obvious  coordination  with  Livable  Streets  traffic  calming  projects,  such  a  Seventh 
Avenue  between  Kirkham  and  Lincoln  Avenues. 

Whereas  the  combining  of  planning,  design,  and  construction  costs  tend  to  obfuscate  the  timing  and  use  of 
Proposition  K  and  other  funding  sources 

The  SF  Bicycle  Advisory  Committee  believes  that  the  complexity  of  expanding  bicycle  facilities  and  sen  ices 
will  require  frequent  periodic  update  of  project  schedules,  and  urges  DPT  and  the  Transportation  Authority 
to  incorporate  the  suggested  changes  and  alternative  schedule  submitted  by  the  San  Francisco  Bicycle 
Coalition  in  the  Bike  Plan  Network  Project  Plan.

for.  There's  a  precedent  for  the  SFCAT  reallocating  funds  on  San  Jose 
Ave. 

•  Bert  Hill:  SFBC  has  asked  to  accelerate  the  Top  20  projects,  do  the 
planning  up  front  and  "telescope"  the  project  timelines  to  get  more 
projects  ready  sooner. 

•  Jerry  Ervin:  I  trust  the  DPT's  judgment  on  this  planning  process. 

•  Andy  Thornley:  It's  hard  to  know  from  our  limited  perspective  how  to 
judge  the  balance  between  DPT's  resources,  what's  possible,  and  the 
desire  by  advocates  to  do  more  (by  DPT  and  other  agencies  and  staff). 

•  Pete  Tannen:  Complications  arise,  different  jurisdictions  have  different 
issues 

•  Rufus  Davis:  We've  always  got  to  weigh  demands  and  realities  between 
advocates  and  city  staff.
